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INTRODUCTION. 



THE profefled defign of all our 
periodical . writers, who * axe at 
prefent the chief ornaments of the 
English nation, is to amufe, aad in- 
ftru(3: the public f and Jfome of them, 
confcious of their fupcrior abilities, have 
proceeded fo far, as to promife a cure 
for all the vices and follies of the age. 
I muft do them the juftice' to acknow- 
ledge, that they .hstve left no fubjeft un- 
attemptod, in any art or fcience. There 
are among them learned philofophers and 
profpund divine§, eloquent orators and 

B excellent 
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excellent poets : and in fhort they have 
pafTed through the whole circle of lite- 
rature with the fame agility and fuccefs, 
with which a tumbler at Sadler's 
Wells (pardon the meannefe of the 
comparifon) pafles through his hoops. 
Their reputation is now perfedlly efta- 
bliflied, and they are in no- want either 
of foreign or domeffifc affiftance j fo that 
it cannot reafonaWy be expected, they 
ftiould alfow any fhare of fame or merit 
to the labourer, who does not enter him- 
felf among them until the 'laft hour. A 
lawyer, who fpeaks after five or fii of 
his brethren, will feldbm be he&rd with 
attention, unlefs he has fbraething new to 
offer, or can^ keep: the court awake by 
the beauty of his adtion, or the harmony, 
of his voice: of which it wouH be diffi- 
cult to produce more than t^o of three 

examples 
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examples iuce the Norman Conquefl. 
Notwithftanding thefe difcouragements I 
am fetting out in the quaii^ of an au- 
thor ifor ibme imp(»rtant reafbns, which I 
will di&lofe hereai^s if the iagacity of 
my reader in turning over this firil vo-* 
lume ihould not difcover them. But to 
prevent) as fiu* as I am able, aU imputa- 
tions of plagianfin, or a fervile imitation, 
I am determined to avoid that imootfa 
and broad way, where all -my learned 
brethren flre to be found, and to trace 
out for my felf a path, which has never 
been trod before— —iVj//&»i ante- — Triia 
fiio. To fpeak without a metaphor, and 
conform to the tide, which I have a£- 
fumed, I propofe to recount my dreams, 
and in a plain and unalfedted Ayle, fuch 
as becomes an hiftorian, to relate fome 
extraordinary adventures, in which I have 

B 2 been 
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been engaged during my fleep. When 
I fay, that no man before me hath at- 
tempted any thing of the fame nature, I 
would not be underftood in too ftridt a 
fenfe. Some of the moft celebrated au- 
thors of antiquity have been pleafed to 
acquaint us with their dreams. But they 
have generally prefaced, or explained their 
narratives in fuch a manner, as if they 
were apprehenfive of being thought fu- 
perftitious, or too much affefted by the 
extravagant whims and pleafures of the 
imagination *. . Thus Cicero, to avoid 
an imputation of this kind, endeavours to 
account philofophically for a dream, 

which.

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which, as he acknowledges, foretold the 
moft happy event of his life, and was li- 
terally fulfilled +. But to return to my felf. 
What I contend for is, that no man hath 
ever publifhed a regular feries of his 
dreams, or defcribed the variety of ob- 
jeds, which from time to time have prc- 
fented thernfelves to him in the realms 
of Morpheus. This is the fingularity, 
which I claim, and the fcheme which 
I have purfued in thefe iheets, which 
I now oiJer to tny honeft countrymen. I 
am fenfible, that Epictetus, whofe 
rules muft ever be efteemed, cautions a 
man againft telling his dreams in pub-^ 

lie. 



t Mr. Baxter, the ingenious author of the 
PHiENOMENON of Dreams, hath plainly fliewn, 
thaf the caufe, to which Cicero afcribes his 
dream, and his whole reafoning upon it, are very 
^furd and unphilofophical^ 
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lic^ left he be marked with the cha-* 
ra^er of an impertinent. But all things 
do not happen alike unto all men. Epic- 

TETUsi we may imagine, had no op- 
portimity of forming his judgment of 
thefe fublime matters by a proper expe- 
rience. He never dreamed to the pur- 
pofe : otherwife he would have omitted 
thi$ general precept, and probably have 
enlarged his i^^em of morals by a recital 
of fome excpUent leffons, which he had 
been taught in his {kcp. I am more* 
over aware, that the tide of my 
work will often be converted into a 
figure of raillery, and turned againft 
me; and I fhall frequently be told 

by great critics and greater politicians, 
that i am a dreamer indeed. But 

this farcafhi will litde afted me ; fince the 

firft-rate gemtifes of the world have been 

reproached 
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reproached in the fame terms, ^uandoque 
bonus dormitat Homerus. And that ex- 
cellent wit, who pafled this cenfure on 
Homer, deferved the fame animadverfion, 
when he compofed the feventh iatire of 
his firft book. Befides, as my work is 

chiefly hiflorical, and I profefs great 
fimplicity and fincerity, I am in fomc 
doubt, whether, if a portion of Swift's 
Ipirit were to defcend on nie, or I were 
poflefTed of a volume of niy Lord C~d's 
honi motSy I could honeftly apply them on 
the prefent occaGonj and with a goocf 
confcience make ufe of adventitious 
ornaments. I do not urge this to pre- 
Tent any fatirical ftroke, which may be 
aimed at my writings. If it be wit, t 
ftxall enjoy itj if it be fcurrility, I fhall 
defjpiie it j if it be a juft and reafoiiable 
cenfure; I will endeavour to improve my- 
iclf by it. As to my perfon, however, I 
will keep it out of &e readh of fatirifts 

and 
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and critics of all degrees, becaufe I have 
remarked with concern and indignation, 
that as foon as a ^ new writer is known, 
or even fufpedted, there is a quick tranli- 
tion from the author to the man : if his 
writings be irreproachable, his moral cha- 
radter muft be impeached, and if it be 

confefled, that he has a good head, he 
muft not be allowed to have a good 
heart. Such is the ftate of human na- 
ture, that the meaneft animal may fome- 
tiraes have it in his power to injure, or 
greatly to incommode us. And we have 
lately feen a little black fly, on the axle-, 
tree of a chariot, able to raife as much 
duft, as a whirlwind, and really perform 
what this contemptible infedt vainly 
boafl:ed of in the . fable. But. I have yet 
a more forcible reafon for keeping my- 
ielf concealed. For I am afliired by an 
authority, which T reverence much more 
than all the princes in Eujiope, one^only^ 

excepted^ 
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excepted, that, if I fliould be unfortunately 
difcovered, the talifman, which hath been 
credled in my favour, will immediately 
lofe it's virtue, and I fhall from thence 
forth be deprived of the faculty and plea- 
fiire of dreaming. 

Here it w^ill be neceflary to aflure the 
reader, that I have not inferted in my 
nofturnal memoirs any artificial or fidli- 
tious vifions: although, I (hall always 
own, that works of this kind have great 
merit, when they arc deiigned and exe- 
cuted by an elegant hand. The Som- 
NjUM SciPioNis, which, in my opinion, 
is not inferior to the moft celebrated of 
Cicero's other works, difpofes bur minds 
to the practice of piety and juftice, and 
infufes into the brcaft of every reader a 
love of his country, a defpicable notion 

C of 
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of human grandeur, and an utter con- 
tempt, or rather a defire of death, in firm 
aflurance of a glorious immortality. And, 
if I may be permitted to join a modem 
author to the name of this great ancient, 
the Visions of Don Quevedo will be 
always read. with as much profit as plea- 
fure, efpecially by thofe, who underftand 
the original, and have judgment enough 
to extraft the moral. If I had the ta-

lents of thefe excellent writers, I fhould 
probably be inclined to imitate their man- 
ner, and rejedl my prefent undertaking. 
But, as I am confcious of my own me-

diocrity, and of the poverty of my in- 
vention, I have no other chance to re- 
commend my.works to the public efleem, 
than by the grace of novelty, and truth. 
For, although fome anecdotes, which I 
Jiavc ingenuoufly related, will be deemed 

more 
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more wonderful than a Fairy ganibpl, or 
an Arabian tale; yet I could procure 
fufHcient atteilatlons of the truth and cer* 
takrity of every paiticular, if I could find 
out as eafy a method of fummoning my 
witnefles> when I am awake, as wiien I 
am in a profound fleep. J Sleep is very 
juftly defined to be a fhort death; and 
during that period, the foul> which is 
then freed from the ligaments of the Bo- 
dy, acquires an intuitive knowledge, and 
that fupematuraJ power and force of ac- 
tion, which the ancient poets and philor

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fophers afcribe to the inferior deities and 
meflengefs of heaven. This is fuffici- 
ently intimated by Homer, when he 
fays, that * Dreams are from God. 
I may add, that we owe the Iliad to 
die dream, which Jupitetr fent to 
Agamemnon: t And if Virgil's 
hero had not been bieffed with an ha- 
bit of dreaming, Juno might have fpared 
all her labour 5 for the* Tiiojan would 
certainly have loft his road, and never 
pojQefled a foot of land in Italy. Poeta 
natus is become a proverbial faying : and 
it has been agreed by the critics of all 

ages.

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ages, that no man can excell in verfifica- i 

tion, unlefs he be born a poet. But 
thefe connoiileurs forget, that a man may 
be fuddenly infpired, in a dream, with 
the facility of verfifying, and with the 
whole art of poetry, provided he chui^ 
the proper place where to lay his head. 
Let him repair to Parnassus, and fleep 
fix or feven hours on the top of that 
hill, and he will awake as go6d a poet, as 
ever was born. Persius in the prologue 
to his iatires informs us, that ht was 
not unacquainted with this excellent re- 
ceipt. How a poet might be made in- 
ftantaneoufly, and to ipring up, like a 
muftiroom in one night: but he owns, 
that he had never tried it.

Sir Thomas Brown, the author of 
Religio Medici, thanks God for 
bis happy dreams ^y and adds, That we 
are more than our fehes in ourjleep. I 
^m no ways, fays he, facetious or difpofed 

for 
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/or the mirth and galUardize of compoftf j 
yet in one dream I can compofe a 'whole 
comedy^ behold the aSiion^ apprehend tife 

jejisj and laugh my f elf awake at the con-- 
ceifs thereof. Were my memory as faiths 
fuly as my reajbn is then fruitful^ I would 
never Jludy hut in my dreams \ and thit 
time alfo would I choofe for my devotions. 
I can vie with my learned countrymaa 
for the reputation of my dreams > and I 
carry my ideas of the pleafure, which I 
receive from them, to a greater height; 
For I (hould not efteem life it felf wortii' 
my care, if it were not for the delight, 
which my fleep affords me, and the hap*' 
pinefs of converfing, during thofe inter- 
vals, with the beft company ift the worldi 
I mean thofe exalted ipirits, by whdis 
familiar d^courfes my mind has been 
more improved, and edified m a few n^ 

nutes^ 
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nutes> dian by all the fermons I have 
heard fince the beginning of the prefent 
century. 

. The reader will be pleafed to agree 
with me, coiifidering the nature of my 
work, that. I ought not to exclude any 
particular fubjeft. I fhall be juftLy cen- 
fured as a partial hiftorian, unlefs I 
relate faithfully all the occurrences of 
my fleep, which are worthy of being 
recorded. We are convinced by 
daily experience, that it is impoffible 
to converfe with any Englishmen, of 
whatfoever fed: or party, unlefs religion 
and politics make a part of the enter- 
tainment: and as our waking conceptions 
and the difcourfes of the 'day are fome- 
times obtruded upon us in our fleep, I 
ihould be obliged to omit, or interrupt 

many 
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taiany important narrations, if I were to 
difckuinall political and religious topics. 
However I ihall treat both, thefc fubje<5ls 
with' a proper caution and all due re- 
Ipeft. In the. account of my political 
difcoveries and obfervations I (hall .care- 
fully avoid, all odious, parallels*; and ra- 
ther chqpjTe to puzzie, , or perplex my 
reader by leaving a chafm wiui a e^terfi

defiderantur^ than give any ofFencq tp njy 
fuperiors; efpecially to thofc eminent 
patriots, by whom the republic is at 
prefent fo wifely adminiftered. As, often 
as I find my felf under a neceflity of 
mentioning any controverfies in religion 
(whether it be the religiop of my own, 
or of any other country) I will beg 'my 
readers pard6n,'^If I fupprefs all abftrufe 
and metaphyfical arguments, and never 
once attempt to ' decypher a myfteiy. 
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For I will not prefume to explain to 
another what I do not comprehend my 
felf! And tb^'fpfeak freely, t conlidcr a 
profound metaphyfician, as an honeft 
man, whofe pia mater is mnch difturbed ; 
fince he is better pleafed to travel in a 
cold ni^ and a /difficult road, by the 
little help of a dark knthom, than to 
purfae his journey in a fair day, when he 
inay have the benefit of good company, 
and enjoy the light and heat of die fun.

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cfteem. And long before their days 
lived a certain Greek, called Lucian, 
who writ a True Hiftory^ which has 
been' always read with pleasure, becaufe 
there is no truth in it. But, pray, fir, 
obferve : Thefe writers abound with wit 
and humour. The latter is their diftin- 
guifhing charadleriftic : and it is this 
happy talent, which ftamps fuch a value 
on their works, " As to your Greek 
". and your Rabelais, replied the fage, 
" I have never heard of them before. 
But as to Quixote and Gulliver, I 
have been affured by fome of our club, 
who have read them both, that they 
*' are full of trumpery and lies. And no 
wonder ! For Quixote was a bigotted 
papift, and Gulliver a great tra- 
" veller. For my part, I (hall never 
♦* look into any books of this fort, unlefs

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** in the way of my profeflion, and 
" when I am properly fec'd. You talk 
<« of Wit. Tis a mere bauble, and only 
^' fit to entertain women, and make idle 
^' people laugh. I can fay as much wit 
*' (for I have as much within me) as any

And, as I found 
it to be my ufual time of rifing, I im* 
mediately got up, wrote down my dream, 

and 



the faculty of the law. I have the honour to be 
acquainted with fome eminent lawyers, ^o are 
perfons of great wit and humour. But in this, as well 
as in other profefiions, a man may be diftinguiflied 
for his learning and knowledge, and ytt be endowed 
with neither of the other talents. And for this 
defeat Mr. Lock hath ailigned a fufEcient reafon. 
The late Dr. Cheyne of Bath, who was a good 
phyfician and a good philofopher, and did not want 
ftrength of genius in his way of writing, frequently 
affured me, that he could not read Don Quixote 
with any pleafure, nor had any tafte for Hudibr as 
or Gulliver ; that, what we call wit and humour 
in thefe authors, he confidered as falfe ornaments, 
and never to be found in thofe compofitions of the 
ancients,^ which we moft admire and efteem. 
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and tacked it to this introduftory djf- 
courfe, thinJdng my felf much obliged 
to the Gypfy, who had fumilhed me 
wnth fuch an appoiite conclufion.

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PAPER MILL. 

IN a fine morning laift month I was 
walking in Marybone Gardens. 
After three or four rounds I found 
hiy felf in a long avenue, which Jed to 
a magnificent building, fituated on the top 
of a little- hill at about a miles diftance. 
By a fecret impulfe I was obliged to go 
forward : and, when I had travelled about 
half the length of the avenue, I came to 
the banks of a river as wide, as the Thames 
at Whitehall. I pafl!ed it as eafily (tho*

written in large gold ktters, SACRED 
TO MNEMOSYNE. At the fame time 
I was fuddenly engaged in as great a crowd, 
as you fee on the Royal Exchange at 
pne a clock* From their different habits 
and manners (fome being embroidered all 
over, others drefled like footmen, fome 
with the mien of philofophers, others with 
the air of fribbles, fome appearing to be 
very polite, others to be very clowns) I con- 
jedured, they were perfons of all ranks and 
denominations: in which however I was 
miftaken (as I was afterwards informed) 
for they were all of the fame trade. With 
this company I entered the temple. The 
form and ftrudture of it pleafed me. It was 
fupported by two rows of granite pillars, 
and the walls were adorned with the por- 
traits of the moft excellent men, who had 

flou- 
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flouriflied in all ages of the world. At die 
eaft end of the temple the Goddefs, as richly 
habked, as our lady a£ Loretto, fate on a 
throne of gold ; and juft beneath her, on a 
fofa of crimfon velvet, were her nine 
daubers, the Mnies, ranked acooiding to 
die d^;mty of their refpcfikive offices, or the 
order of birth. As focm as proclamation 
was made, that the Goddefs was ready to 
receive petitions, all thole, who entered 
with me into the tempie, about four hun - 
dred in number, approached the foot of the 
throne, and delivered their petitions to one 
of the Mn&s, from whofe hands the God- 
defs received them.

Goddefs would be pleafed to endow me with 
the faculty of remembring my dreams.

was this (a leflbn for the firft monarch of 
the world) Great Goddess, Let mb 

JKVER REMEMBER, THAT I AM A MaK ! 

As foon as Mnemosyne had read this lar 
conic prayer, flie took a ring fr(»n her 
finger, and prefented it to this excellent pa^ 
tiiot, while the Mufes fung a grand chorus 
in his praife. I here obferved, that the F^^r 
Httndrei looked on my friend with the eyes 
of envy and malice. One among them^ 
who ftood ne^tt to me, whifpcred me. That 
the Goddefs had beftowcd her tiftg, and the 
j^4ufes their pane^ric on a very improper 
pferfon ; that the Count of .-* — was a man 
of obfokte and unfafhSoiiseble principles; 
that honour and integrity, duty to our coun- 
try, and love of mankind founded well in 
the ears of the populace, but were incon- 
fiftent with that laudable ambition, which, 
alone in thefe days could form a great hero, 
or a confummate ftatefman. I was about 
to reprove him for his irreverent and un* 

grate- 
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grateful cenfurc, when he was fuddenly 
called away, having been fckfted by his 
companions to harangue the Goddefs, and 
return thanks in the name of their whole 
fociety. He therefore advanced to the foot 
of the throne, and, having collected him- 
ielf in the manner of the ancient orators, he 
begun his fpeech, but not in the manner of 
either ancient or modern. For his whole 
introduftion confifled of egotifms and a 
long catalogue of his own prai&s. When 
he had fufiiciently defer ibed the importance 
of himfelf, and intimated to his brethren, 
that he expedled rewards proportioned to 
his lingular merit, he entered upon the 
praifes of the Goddefs, and her amiable 
daughters. He defcribed the beauty of their 
perfons. He celebrated the fhining qualities 
of their minds. He extolled their benignity 
and indulgence to undeferving mortals. 
He then difplayed the ufe and benefit of 
memory;^ and he acknowledged, that fK>t 

pnjy 
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only this invaluable talent, but all the 
liberal arts and fciences, which in this, or 
in any other age, have flouriflied in the 
world, are the gifts of the great divinities, 
before whom he was fpeaking. To their 
infpirations and precepts, fays our Orator, 
mull likewife be afcribed all civil polity, 

all the focial virtues, the- love of our coun- 
try and the prefervation of our liberty, the 
greateft bleffing, which has ever yet been 
confer 'd on rational beings * • Here I look'd ♦ 
at the Orator, who could not but be fenfible, 
.that this part of his fpeech was a flat con- 
tradiftion to what he had jufl: before whif- 
pered in my ear. But his countenance was 
as ferene and undifturbed, as if his expref- 
fions flowed from the integrity of his heart. 
He proceeded with great volubility, and by 
culling a great number of choice flowers, 
which are fo thick fl:rewed in all our pane- 
gyrical eflays and modern dedications, he 
■ gav6 a Tignal proof to the whole congrega- 
tion 
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tion of the force and ftrcngtH of mdmo- 
ry, which juft before had been beftowed on 
him. This important perfon concluded^ 
as he began, with an encomium on 
himfelf : for which however he apologized : 
becaufe his charafter could not be fufEci- 
cntiy illuftrated, nor his fuperior merit ex- 
plained, except by his own eloquence* And 
this is probably the reafon, why his praifes 
are no where to be found, but in his own 
works. He fpoke above an hour. And, 
though he uttered many facred truths, 
yet as they were mingled with fuch a pro- 
fu/ion of ridicuJous gafconadesj his Ijpeech 
feemed to nic very abfurd and tedious. The 
Goddefs herfelfj to whom it was addreiTed, 
did not receive it with any marks of appro- 
bation: and I could perceive, the Mufcs 
were tired^ before the Orator had finilhed 
his introduAion. His companions indeed 
highly applauded his performance : yet the 
reft of the congregation feem'd to be relieved, 

G when 
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when he pronounced his Dixi. Notice was now 
given by the found of a mufical bell, that 
all perfons were at liberty to depart the 
temple. We weat out in good order, but 
very flowly. For the great gates being 
Ihut, we were obliged to pafs through a 
wicket one by one. The reafon of this 
was, that every one might receive a fprink- 
ling of perfumed water. For juft with- 
out the wicket were two grave perfonages, 
one on the right hand, and the other 
on the left. They were robed in white 
fatin, and had liats of the /ame co- 
lour. Each held in his hand a filver bafon 
fiill of water highly perfumed, which they 
fprinkled in the face of every perfon, as he 
pafTed out, and with fo good a grace, that 
it feemed to be a religious compliment, in 
imitation of the cuftom or ceremony of 
prefenting holy water at the doors of the 
churches in all Roman catholic countries.

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There were a few, to whom this civility was 
fK)t paid. I was of the number, and fo 
were all thofe, who had been diftinguifhed^ 
like me, by 2l Mack patch' on their foreheads. 
Even my noble friend, -to whom Mnemo* 
SYNE had prefented her ring, did not re* 
ceive the compliment of the perfumed wa- 
ter. But I obferved, that the Satin Sages 
made him a profound reverence, as he 
pafled out. I felt fonie ttttk mortification 
to be thus excepted. But I expreflfed no 
figns of refi^tment: and 1 was foon con. 
vinced, that I had no reaiim to complain. 
For, when the whole congregation was come 
put of the temple, th^c was a general con- 
fufion among thofe, who had received tht 
sprinkling (as formerly among the builders 
of Babel) occafioned by a total depriva- 
tion of menjiory. Not one of them fecmcd 
to know, in what place he was, how he 
came thither,, or what had pafled in thi 
houfe of Mnemosyne. Even the great

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Orator, who juft b^ore had made fuch a 

pompous haraqgue, wanted words to expref3 
himfelf, and aflced me with fome difficulty, 
if I could inform hipi. Where he lived. 
Jt may eafily be imagined, how great my 
furprize muft have been in beholding fuch 
9, fudden and violent change. I could not 
but afcribe it to the interyen.tipn and influr 
ence pf fome very powerful demon, who 
was thus able in an inftant to refcind the 
gifts of a great Goddefs, and fcatter igno- 
rance through fuch a large body of people. 
Whilft I wa3 profoundly meditating on this 
ffrange phaenomenon, the White-Hats, 
waving a wand or rod, colledted into a com- 
pact body the whole number, jto whom they 
had diftributed the perfumed y^zttr^ as a 
fhepherd on Salisbury Plain compels his 
iheep; and placing themfelves, one in the 
frpnt, and the other in the rear conduded 
their Band out of my light. As foon as 
tfais fcenc was paffcd, the venerable Patri- 
cian? 
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ciAN, to whom Mnemosyne had prefented 
her ring, came up to me, and faluted me in 
his ufual polite and eafy manner.

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the river J.ethb. The Intendants Im- 
port it occaG<:«ally by the aid of a learned 
RosicRuciAN,, who in his. younger day* 
having been urged by hjs ayarice and ambi-r 
tion to defcrt, and betray his friends, felt 

fuch

Jider, as the greateft monarch irfEuROPE. For, although 
lie is pofeffed of abfohite power, he governs whk 
jmiverfd efieemj and by the ommimoas conient of a 
warlike and opulent nation. Inuring the courfe of % 
long reign (of mpre than forty years) te has convinced 
the whole world, that he wonld have been worthy of 
empire, / non imperdjfet. He has never committed any 
'e£ts of violence or o^prdRon. His taxations have been 
very moderate, and he has required no other fubiidies, 
thjm what have been juft neceflary for the ferviccof his 
government. He has promulged no laws or ordinances^ 
but fuch, as are evidently calculated to promote the wel-* 
' fare and happinefs of his people, maintain decency and 

• 

order, and encreaie all innocent diverfions. I muft fur- 
thcr add, that this excellent monarch hath greatly env- 
belliflied lus feat of empire with inany magnificent mo* 
jiuments, erefted at his own expencc. His citizens 

have 
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fuch horrors of mind, as would Have made 
the remainder of his life very miferable, if 
he had not difcovered the great fecret of 
correfponding with the Dii Inferi. Through 
their favour he procured a rundletof Let»e; 
and by wafliing his temples with this water, 
^nd drinking a fmall cup of it failing, he 
was inflantly cured, and reflored to that eafe 
and chearfulnels, which he enjoyed in his 
.ftate of innocence. Thofe perfons, concern- 
ing whom you fo particularly enquire, and 
who in the regifters of this country^ are 
called the Band of Four Hundred^ are the 
workmen employed by the Intendants in 

every. 
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Have followed his example. Several new ftreets bave 
been lately built; and this place is at prefent one of the 
moil beautiful cities in Europe. So that Mr. Nash 
may fay of Bath, what Augustus faid of Rome, a 
little before his death, Lateritiam invem; marmoream r#« 
iiqui. When he (hall have finiflied his laft aft, he may like- 
wife demand a Plaudite; but with much more reaAm

sndjttftice, than the Roman Emperor, 
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every branch of their bufinefs, which con- 

■ 

fifts in a manufadure of paper, of fuch an 
excellent fort, that it is the mod valuable 
commodity in the land : which from hence 
is named the Land of the Papyropolites. 
You will be furprifed, when I aflure you, 
that a fingle flicet of this paper has been 
fometimes bartered for a tun of gold. The 
honour of this invention is attributed to a 
famous engineer, who was invited hither 
towards the end of the laft century. But 
the great improvement of the manufafture is 
owing to the ingenuity of a knight adven- 
turer, who for his fuperior talents wasftyledy A (ff^ ' '- 
the CoLOssvs. He built on the river, which 
you paffed over, a new Mill for his purpofe, 
of a form very different from the common 
paper mills, and which is much more capaci- 
ous, and employs many more hands, than the 
filk mill in Derby* The prefent Intend- 
ANTS give their wortcmen great wages, and 
yet the latter have feldom thought them- 

H felvcs 
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felves fufEciently rewarded. Even the Cd- 
tossus was at laft undone by refufing his 
Band of workmen a largefe over and abovef 
their falaries. When he thought himfelf 
mod fecure, they mutinied, and lofing all 
fefpt6i for his perfon> they tumbled hinlf 
headlong into his own Mill-Pond; and, 
though he efcaped w^ith life, yet he was com- 
pelled in his old age to quit his bulinefs, and 
abdicate his Mill. The White-hats, wha 
have fucceeded to him, were obliged to 
temporize, cajole the mutineers, raife their 
wages, and ufe many ftratagems, before they 
could get into pofleffion. And, ev'er fince 
that time,' they have managed their affairs 
Vith fome difficulty. They have been in 
Continual danger of a furprize, and have 
therefore been conftantly on their gtiard. 
They have been forced to take in many new 
hands, and yet not fuffered to difchafge any 
of thofe, who were grown old and ufelefi. 
They have at length however fallen upon ^ 

method 
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inetliod of fecuring themfelves and their 
pofleffions againft: all attacks for the future : 
and this has been the moft fortunate day of 
their lives. It feems their workmen very 
lately took into their heads, that, becaufe 
they were fuch (kilful manufafturers of pa- 
per, by the fame art, and by a very natu- 
ral tranfition they might form themfelves 
into a band of orators, politicians, poets and 
hiftorians ; and with the Ipirit of mechanics 
frame rules for the government of a great 
empire. But, after mature confideration, they 
were fenfible, that they could not poflibly 
complete this grand fchemc without the gift 
of memory. To this intent they fought out 
the temple of Mnemosyne. They fuppli- 
cated the Goddefs : they bribed her priefts : 
they offered incenfe: they promifed heca- 
tombs : they obtained their pequcft. And, if 
the Intend ANTS had not opportunely pre- 
vented the efFefts of Mnemosyne's bene- 
faftion in the manner you pbfervcd, they 

H 2 would 
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would foon have found themfelves in a very 
perilous fituation. For the Paper-Makers^ 
conceiving themfelves tq be^ endowed with 
new and extraordinary talents, would b^ vain, 
obilinate, and ambitious; and, inftead of 
working with their hands, would wafte the 
time in haranguing, reafoning, cavilling, 
contradifting : they would quote precedents, 
draw parallels, and give advice, when they 
were not aflced -, and if they found any dc- 
fefts in t)ie Mill, which at prefent is cer- 
tainly much out of repair, they would pro- 
pofe fome imprafticable, or very dangerous 
fchemes of amendment. You muft know, 
that the Intendants have lately prefented 
J f -^^ a quantity of thjcir paper to fome foreigners 
of diftinftion (in imitation of his Polish 
majefty, who fo frequently fends prefents of 
his Dresde.n porcelain) with ififtruflions, 
]bow it may be wronghf injto the richeft and 
poft elegant furniture, and converted into 
jewels of filver j^nd jewelj of gold for the 

vfe

ufe of the >rives and concubines of their 
correfpondents. Now, it the Band of work- 
men were as much enlightened, a^ they were 
an hour ago, this generofity to ftrangers 
would probably be deemed a wanton wafte 
of the public manufadhire, and thcfe me- 
chanics might be fo audacious, as to accuie 
their mailers of peculation. As matters 
now ftand, the Intekdants, as I have ob- 
served above, may be lefs vigilant, and yet 
very fecure. For the whole Band will here-' 
^fter ftick clofe to their bufinefs, and con* 
fine themfelves within the bounds of the 
Mill. They will pretend to no other me- 
rit, than their mailers will be pleaied to al- 
low them; but, like other tame animals; 
flatter, and fawn, and lick the hand that 
jEceds them. 

And now the Count invited me to take 
^. view of the Mill, and afterwards to vifit 
^mt of the other pviblic buildings, efpcci- 

ally 
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ally the tempks, which were looit fre* 
quented. He aiKired me^ I fliould find 
jnaDy things worthy of a place in my mc* 
avoirs. When we arrived at the Mill- 
Hougs^ which wa3 fituatcd on the fame 
river, which I had paficd over with fo much 
,, , r cafe, we firft entered a large hall, or outward 
room, where ipany inhabitants of the coun-> 
tiy were impatiently waiting to know, wfaac 
Wiork was to be done t^at day % what quan- 
tity of paper was to be manufaftured -, for 
whatpurpofe the fan^e was to be ^ifpofed of j 
whether the Min. waa fufficicntly fupplied 5, 
whether any new colteftors were to be ap- 
pointed j where they were to be ftationed ^ 
whether the &and iwas docile and obedient ; 
what vacanoies and changes had lately hap- 
pened among them, &c. &c. From hence 
; I was condufted into the ftore-room, where 

the material3, of >^hidi the pi^r was made, 
were depofited, and prepared. Great heaps 
of the ^neft linnen jcags were fbrted for this 

yurpofe. 
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i^urpofe. To tbefe were added the mcft rare 
and valuable vegetables^ as well exotic, as ,y\)Cc^ 
tbofe of the growth of the country. I par«> 
ticularly obferved vaft heaps of barley, hops 
and apples, with large bags full of Aror L<'f(^^' -^^^ 
bian berries, and American nuts. There ;-'.-'• ' 
were likwife many chefts of fmall dried 
leaves plucked from a curious Ctinefe </^^^ 
fhrub, and as many hogfheads of tobaccoi, 
as filled a third part of the ftore room. 
There were feveral bales of raw filk and 
cotton, with a large quantity of cochineal, 
and a fmall heap of indigo. Indigo was 
Ibrmerly a principal ingredient : at preient 
they ufc but little of it* There was a ma- * . 
dime, which was turned by four whtek, re- 
fembling the four wheels of a coach, by 
which a compoft was made of fbap, tallow 
find bees-wax, with large ihrcds and pieces 
of all forts of leather. This compoft wai af- 
terwards added to the other mixtures* But 
I was pcrfeftly aftoniflied, when I remark- 
ed 
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cd a fct of artificers, who were employ* 
->^ cd in contrafting rays of light into a f6^ 

""> cus by a new-invented engine. Thefe con- 
verged rays they infufed, and worked hi-^ 
to the grand compound fo dexteroufly, or 
rather by fuch a flight of hand, that, al- 
tho* I flood very near them, and obferved all 
their motions, I could not poflibly difcern^ 
or comprehend the manner of their operation; 
And it would therefore be a fruitlefs at^ 
tempt, if I fhould endeavour to defcribe it, 
in hopes of giving my reader a jufl: idea of it* 
I fliall only mention one particular, as the c(^ 
fedt of this wonderful phaenomenon, the truth 
of which I can vouch upon my own know- 
ledge and experience. During the whole 
time they were working this engine, all the 
farm houfes and cottages in the neighbour- 
hood were as dark, as the houfes in London 
in a thick winter fog, or when a black cloud 
in fummer, the certain fignal of a thunder 
ftorm, hangs over the city. I went into 

fome 
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fome of the farmers houfes, who com- 
plained grievoufly of this monopoly of light 
in a free country, and that the fun fhould 
be allowed to vifit the palaces of the great-, 
who undervalue his favours, and prefer the 
light of a flambeau, or wax taper to the 
bfighteft of his beams, and at the fame time 
be denied entrance into the houfes of thofe 
honeft men, who pay him the higheft ve- 
neration, and chiefly want " his affiftance; 
But to return to the fl:ore-room. Thefe arc 
many other ingredients, belides thofe I have 
named, which are neceflarily required to per- 
fect the grand mixture, whereof the paper is 
made. But, as moft of thefe ingredients ati 
of foreign growth, imported from all pai'ts 
both of the old and new world, I think it 
would be impertinent to tire my reader 
with a long catalogue of * barbarous names.

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Wherefore I need only farther inform liim, that 
before this compound can be perfcftly finiflied, 
fome tuns of the fineft loaf fugar and fait 
mud be added, with all kinds of fpices, as 
well to fcafon the paper, as to give it a do- 
lour. Then the whole being fufficientiy moi- 
ftened with the choiceft wines, efpecially the 
high-pri^'d wines of France^ is to be worked 
by the Mul, under the care of the Intend- 
ANTs, into a proper confiftence. After which^ 
it is taken out, and carefully examined : and, 
if any dcfefts appear,- they are imrttediatcly 
cured, or amended. The third rhiliing com* 
pleats the work, and the ihects are then hung 
up to be dried, and foon become fit for ufe» 
I was informed, by fome ^rave men, whom I 
faw in the ftore-roomi that after the laft mil- 
ling, the Ihects (as m^ny a^ are made) receive 

a ma*- 
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ia magical touch, by which they acquire all 
their virtue. But, as I did not fee this cere- 
mony, the reader muft be left to his liberty 
to believe it, or not, as he thinks fit. From 
the ftore-room we defcended into the Mill^ 4; 4^u^^^ 
which, as well as I can recoiled:, was more 
than twice the length of fVeftmittfier-baJL But 
this place, of which I propofed to take an exaft 
furvey, and which, I conceived, would fur- , 
ni(h me (as it certainly would) with a hundred 
curious remarks, I am lefs able to defcribe, 
than any obje£^, which was prefented to me in 
this night's dream. For the roaring of the 
water, the noife of the pounders, and the loud 
voices of the Band of Four Hundred f who 
were all at work, talked all at once, and im- 
mediately iforgot what they faid, and repeated 
the fame things again and again, almoft ftun- 
ned me*, fo that I imagined myfelf to be in the 
iame Bedlam^ where my old friend Swift had 
formerly placed his Legion Club. Wherefore 
I retreated as haftily as I could, without dik- 
ing a fingle queftion. How- 
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However, before we left the Mi ll^house, I 
mentioned my doubts to the Count, concern- 
ing the tranfmutation of this paper into gold : 
and who, indeed, unlefs they had feen it, would 
believe the poflibility of fuch a marvellous 
change? The Count, to give me full fatif- 
faftion, carried me to the room, where the 
magazine of paper was depofited.

Moses Monceca, firnamed Ma^ 
gusy (which, as I afterwards underftood, was 
the name of the perfon, to whom the Count 
was Ipeaking) anfwered very courteoufly, that 
he would immediately gratify our curiofity ; 
for he intended that morning to make a tun of 
gold, part of 20 tuns, which he had articled 
to deliver before the next grand feftival of 
Hercules. He then fent for two of his under- 
operators, and having opened a clofet, which 
he called his Mufeumy he drew out a wheel, 
about half as large as one of our lottery wheels, 
but made exadfly in the fame ihape. This 
was placed, in the middle of the room. He 
opened it, and bid us look into it, that we 
mi^t be fure, it was. clean and empty. He 
then unlocked an iron cheft, and took out ^s 
much paper as, I judged, might make a com- 
mon quire. This he put into his wheel, with- 
out ftrewing upon the fheets any powder trf 

pro- 
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projcftion, or ufing any form of incantation. 
For MoNCEc A was no alchymift, or hermetical 
philbfopherj and, although the common people 
.iad given him the name of a conjurer, he had 
no commerce with^ny daemons, but thofe of 
his own nation. • As foon as the paper wz$ 
in the wheel, he ordered his engineers to turn 
it tound with a pretty quick motion, which 
they did for the fpace of half an hour.

The wheel was then flopped, and opened, and 
about 2oolb. weight of gold duft taken out, 
which was immediately ient away to be melted 
into ingots. This operation was repeated three 
times, whilfti wasprefent; fo that I had ocular 
demonftratioa of the whole procefs, which 
mu much more plain and fimpie,'than I ima^ 
^ned. I had then fome difcourfe with Men* 
cccA, whom I found to be as facetious a com« 

panion 
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piiAcm^ ts he was a dexterous engineer. He 
told me, the iNtsKDAKt^ employed him^ 
becaufe they could Act find any other man in 
the land fo fit for their purpolb $ for, aldio^ 
little ikiil was required to tranfmute the pa^ 
ptr^ the natires were fuch bunglers, that 
he could do more work in a week, than any 
One, the moft fkilful among them, could per^ 
form in a year : that difpatdi^ which in all af« 
fairs is commendable, in this bufineft was 
of abf<rfute neceffity ; for, as tiie whole country 
was governed by money, and the God of th^ 
country demanded to be fed with ingots and 
bars of gold, inftead of hecatombs of beef, 

and the fiiuff, which he conftantly took, was 
gold dud, which he preferred to the bed Spa-- 
mjhj the Intend ants were obliged to keep 
their ma^kzines always full : that,for his part, he 
Worked it a very reaibnable rate, and was con* 
tent with a tenth part of the metal, which he 
made. I faid in anfwer, that he muft certain* 
ly have acquired an univerfal efteem, fince, 

he 
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* 

•he ha4 given fuch a fignal proof of his mode- 
ration and difintereftednefs ; but^ howQvcr^ I 
confideredhim, as thegreateftman inthe realm, 
and to be really poffefled of the power, which 
Trincalo claimed in the play, who corifented 
that Stephana fhould be viceroy of the ifland, 
provided he was viceroy over him. Moncec a 
fmiled : and, after I had thanked him for his 
information, and promi&d to make honoura* 
ble mention of hirri, when I publifhed my 
fiiemoirs, we parted with great civihties on 
each fide.

FROM hence my noble friend condufted 
me to the college of the Rosicrucians, 
or the Knights of the Rosy-Cross. This or-, 
der of Knighthood is very ancient, and was 

greatly 
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greatly refpefted, while they ftriftly obferved 
the ftatutes of their founder. For they are en- 
joined to be meek and humble, to be chari- 
table and holpitable. And therefore the pri- 
mitive RosicRuciANS employed their whole 
Revenues in fent^rtaining the pilgrim and the 
ftranger, and in feeding the poor and hungry. 
While they pra6tifed thefe virtues, of which 
they make profeflion, when they are elefted 
into the college •, while they were temperate, 
vigilant and laborious, they preferved theif 
independency, and enjoyed with honour 2A 
great immunities, as the prefent Knights of 
Malta. But, as they have now entirely de- 
parted from all the rules of their inftitution, 
and are become proud and luxurious, covet- 
ous and ambitious, they are likewife the moli 
corrupt and fervile crew in all the land of the 
Papyropolites. Some years havcpaft, fince 
they renounced the independency of their order, 
both for themfelves and their fucceflbrs, by a 
formal adt, and agreed to obey implicitly all 

K the 
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the commands, which from time to time they 

(hould receive from the Intendants of the 

Mill. But they have lately confented to 

^■. f ^. // ? decree, by which they are become odious to 

the 'whole nation. For they have not only 
obliged themfelves to lay afide the crofs> 
which has hitherto been conftantly worn on 
their habits, but to praftife the fame cere- 
monies, with regard to this facred badge of 
their order, which are ufed by the Dutch 
nierchants and failors, who are admitted into 
the empire of Japan.

In Tarlara, jujferis^ 
ibit i not only to denote his lervility, but 
alfo to fignify his commerce with the inha- 
bitants of thofe remote regions, from whence 
he imports the waters of Lethe. But, while the 
RosicRuciANS are the moft abjeft flatterers of 
men in power, they treat their inferiors, elpe- 
cially their younger brothers, of which there is 
a numerous tribe, with the greatcft infolencc 

and 
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Und contempt, and fuflfer the latter, in viola* 
don of the moft facred injunftions of their 
common parent, to languilh in poverty, and 
want even the common neceflaries of life. 

The Knights of the Rosy-Cross, fays n^^^fi 
my friendly conduftor, are thofe adepts^ who 
were formerly fuppofed to poffefs the philofo- 
pher's ftone, or the fecret of compounding a 
medicine, which, according to their report, 
would make the perfon, who fwallowed it, im- 
mortal. By tWs artifice they raifed in their fe- 
veral diftricls large contributions, eipecialJy a- 
mong the old maids and widows, who of all be- 
ings are the moft fond of life. I know a /; , / ^ 
Rosy-Cross, who, by the iniquity of the / 
times and the aid of a peculiar cant, from the 
quality of a grave digger, hath been eledled in- ^ 
to this honourable brotherhood j and hath fincc 
acquired one of the moft lucrative command- 
ries belonging to the order. ' His whole bufi- 
nefs is diligently to attend a large body of thefe 

K 2 ancient 
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ancient females, whom hedignifies with thetitk 
jof his difciples, and never fails to extrad: ^ 
purfe of gold from them once a day. And a?; 
the fame time, that he pretends to make them 
rK] h-^^*^^ immortal, he makes their wills, and takes par- 
f V\4t ticular care, that his own name Ihall be found 

in the fir ft clafs of the legatees. The face of 
this RosicRuciAN is a compofed counterfeit ; 
and it would puzzle all the optics of phifio- 
gnomy, or even the moft penetrating genius, 
to define his real charafter, and inveftigate the 
hctit and difpofition of his mi nd. I took fome: 
pain?, fincie I arrived in this country, to in- 
form my felf of his moft fecret adlions, and by 
tliat means I difqovered his exquifitehypocrify. 

But, tho' it fuificientjy appeared, that this 
grand Elixir had pot half fo much virtue, as 
Ward's pill, yet jphe Rosicrucians, in thofe 
ages of ignorance and fuperftitipn, were able 
tQ maintain their reputation by afcribing the 
lU fucpefs of the medicine to the inaptitude 

or 
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or incredulity of the patient. Even, in our 
more enlightened age, theRosiCRuciANElixif 
has been in fome kind of credit, and was nQt 
quite exploded, till Gulliver, publifhed his 
travels. His hiftory of the Struldbruos 
mpft convince every perfon of common fenfc, 
that nothing can be more abfurd and ridicu-r 
lous, than a defire of never dying, and that, if 
the grand Elixir could make a man iminortalt 
\t would make him the moil milerable crea.ture 
in theuniverfe. However, the Rosicauci'r 
ANs, after this medicine was out of voguc^ 
preferved their charadter of adepts by intro- 
ducing another of fingular virtue, and which 
never fails to anfwer the purpofe, for which it 
is adipiniftered. I mean the water of ebliyio^^ 
which, as I have faid before, cannot be ini* 
ported without their d^redion and afllftance i 
and they may now appeal to common expe* 
rience for the efficacy of this medicine, fince 
it has been fo fuccefsfuUy tried on the Band of 
Four Hundred^ and confequently has proved 

of 
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of fuch notable fervice to a trading nation. It 
has indeed fometimes happened, that a young 
Knight, who has been troubled with an hypo- 
chondriac melancholy, owing to an ill habit 
of body, or to a difappointment, when one 
of his brethren hath been preferred to a rich 
commandry before him, in order to eradicate 
the feeds of his diftcmper, hath overdofed 
himfelf with the water of Lethe. The confe* 
queitce of this has been fatal : ¥or he has 
hot only forgot all diat he ever knew, or had 
learned -, but has been rendered utterly inca* 
pablc of knowing, or learning any thing more, 
or of iniproving his mind in any manner, by 
Ms commerce with men or books, for the fu- 
turc; Thefc Knights are ftyled in the an- 
facnt regifters of the college. Homines plumbei^ 
and they are diftinguifhed at this day by the 
lame appellation. I know, that one of the poets 
of this country afcribes the Plumbeitie of the 
RosicRuciANs to the want of genius, or ade- 
fcft ia their education, and imputes their ad- 

' ' miflion 
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miflion into fo honourable an order to corrupt 
tion, or the want of difcernment in the electors. 
But I will not enter into a difcuffion of this 
point, or, whether the men of little learning, 
or the men of much craft, (into which divifioa. 
the Rosy-Crosses at prefent naturally fall) 
are to have the preference in the judgment of 
their iliperiors. 

It will be proper to inform you, before 
I leave them) that the Rosicrucians are 
not Knights of chivalry. They arc neither 
trained to arms, nor acquainted with thole 
maxims of honour and gallantry, which form 
a modern hero. In cafe of a foreign, or 
domeftick war, they rather chufe by their ha- 
rangues to infpire their neighbours with cou* 
rage, than give any proofs of it themfelves. 
On thefe occalions, Fungar vice cotis^ £5? f . is 
their conilant motto ; and in this pradice they 
have fometimes fucceeded beyond all expeda- 

tion. However, there are fomc, among therii, 

who 
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i«^o have been fo bold as to gird their loins whli 

i / ', / the fword : and their prefent great mafter 

/ ' .> V. is as full of martial ardour, as he is of piety 

and devotion ; and is ever prepared, in tiftic 
of danger, both to pray and to fight for his- 
friends and his country. I will likewife add, 
that I may not feem to fpeak with prejudice, or 
draw the charadter of thefe Knights laltoge- 
ther in profile, that I have known as excellent 
tcitn of this order, as are to be found in the 
whole human fpecies \ and I doubt, whether the 
chevaliers B^f^'^d B-— , lately deccafedy 
have left their equals behind them.

Temple of Mercury* 

THE Count now defircd mcto^Sralk. 
withhimtotheCouRTof Judicature, 
where all matters among the Papvropolitss, 

con* 
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fconcerning private property, are finally deter- 
mined. When we entered this building, I pef- 
teived it to be the tefhple of MskcuR y. The 
hK)m was -an oblong fquare, without any or- 
namentsv At the weft end, on an old altar, was 
placed the ftatue of Mercury, with all the 
tmblems arid enfigns of his office, with which 
he is ufually defcribed by poets and painters. 
He had hii little hat on his head, his taduceus 
in his hand) and wings on his feet. At the 
eaft end of the temple was l round table, 
as large as king Arthur's in the town- 
houfe at Winchester. About this table 
fate a nuriiber of fecretaries, regifters, clerks, 
fcfr. On the right and left hand of the 
table were placed fix Rdftrumsj into which 
the advocates mounted, who were hired to 
plead pro & contra^ There was no judge 
or jury *, but the advocates all fpoke to the 
people, who ftood on the floor ; fo that^ at 
firll fight, 1 imagined the mob were con- 
ftituted the legal judges in this country, as a 

I^ court 
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court, whofe decifions and decrees were to he 
deemed infallible, according to the old maxim, 
. Vox Populiy Vox Dei. But I was much mif- 
taken in this opinion. A caufe of great im- 
portance had been pleaded this day, and had 
drawn together .a great concourfe of people. 
The laft advocate was fpeaking, when we en- 
tered the temple, and we had not the pleafufc 
of hearing him above a quarter of an hour. 
AjS well as we could fprm a judgment of thfe 
M^hp^e from the conciufion of his fpeech, it 
muft. needs have been veiy weighty and elo- 
.quent. As foon as he had done, the plaintiff 
and defendant in the x:aufe, who* were both 
prefent, were condu<5!ted by proper^officers to 
the ialtar of McRCuav. Two . rj^veren^ 
old gentlemen flood on each fide ^ the 
^Itar, on which they placed, ;in the ; fig^ 
of all the peoplf, two fquare boxes of fil- 
ver, of the fame fize and weight, aad very 
exadlly refembling each other. Theljilaintiff 
wa;; then ordered to take from tte al^t which 

of 
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of the boxes he pleafed. After fome little con- 
fideration, during which time, I fuppofe, he 
was making a vow to Mercury, he chofe 
the box-, which was neareft to him. The other 
was the Jot of the defendant. They were or- 
dered to open their boxes, and take out the 
contents. In the plaintifPs box was a white 
filk purfe ; in the defendant's the colour of the 
purfe was yellow. The purfes were delivered 
to the two venerable perfons, Who (as I wasi 
afterwards informed) were called the Scruta^ 
tors. They meafured the purfes. The yellow 
purfe was an inch and an half longer, and an 
inch wider, than the other. Upon which the 
defendant was, by the Scrutators^ declared to 
be the victor, and immediiately received the 
congratulations of his friends, who attended 
the hearing of the caufe. I enquired of a young 
gentleman, who ftood next me, and who, as I 
obferved, took notes, what was the occafion 
of the difpute, or the nierits of the caufe. I 
told him, I was a foreigner, and came late into 

L 2 the 
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the temple, jufk as the laft advocate had finilh-j 
ed his pleading. He anfwered me very cour- 
teoufly, and gave me the following fuccinft 
account of the affair. The plaintiff ^nd de- 
fendant are jockeys. They met together at a 
horfe-race. Defendant faid to plaintiff, I will 
hold you one, two, three, four * ounces of 
gold, on Dun againft the field. The wager 
was agreed to. Dun wjis diftanced the firft 
heat. Defendant offered to *pay plaintiff the 
four ounces, which the other was ready to re- 
ceive : when a man of the Norths who was by, 
whifpered the plaintiff, that he was entitled tq 
a much greater fum. This occafipnpd a warjn 
difputc; the dilpute begot a quarrel J anddiQ 
quarrel ended in a law-fuit. The fuit has been

For my far- 
ther fati^fadtion, the young man fhewed me 
the opinions of four of the moft eminent law-

j^mulged without their cOnfent •, inAort^ that 
. HQ man could (Jorany att of confequence, or

I feemed to be 
Satisfied with thefe reafons, and begged leave 
to trouble him with only one queftion more, 
viz* Why their courts were held in the^ temple 
pJf.MERCURV, whereas Apollo is patron of 
the laws. His anfwer was, that all lawyers are 
orators, andMERcuRY is theGod of eloquence. 
That is true, faid I, but he is likewife the God 
of pickpockets and thieves. The youth was 
touched with this reply, and left me abruptly. 
My noble companion gently reproved me for 
ofFendinga perfon, who was fo ready to fatisfie 
all my enquiries. Iprotefted, I did not intend 
to give any offence by uttering a known truth : 
and I appealed tohisLordfliip, whether the title 
of the great proteftor of, thieyes and- robbers, 
has not always been give^ to Mei^cvry, bor 
ncris caus&y by (he. ancient mytkologifts. I 
defired him to recoiledk, that in the elegant 

ode. 
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ode, which Horace addrefles to this God, 
and where he celebrates him for his eloquence, 
he likewife makes particular mention of his 
thefts, infinuating, that there is fome connec- 
tion or analogy between one and the other. 
And I thinkj it will be allowed, that the moft 
eloquent Orators both of Greece and Rome^ 
were the greateft thieves and robbers, efpeci- 
ally when they had any Ihare in the manage- 
ment of the publick treafure.

The image of thk Goddefs is to be feen on many ancienl 
•coins. 
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of He alth. This was a plain neat buijding, 
from which, (as I thought at that time) Sir 
Christopher Wren had taken the model of 
St. Warburgh's church in London* The 
temple ftood in the middle of a fpacious and 
beaupful pla^n, full of ^11 kinds of flowering 
^nd aromatic ih;rub$« I): was enpompafled 
with hot and cold baths 5 all very convenient- 
ly difpofed, and furnifhed wi(h all necejf- 
faries for the purpofe of bathing. On pn? 
fide of this edifice, at a little diftance, was an 
hippodrome, and on the other there was a

malL As loon as we enfered the tepnple, 
the two prielts, belonging to the Goddefs fa- 
luted us in a very graceful manner. Thev 
Jiad both very florid' complexions, were well 
ihaped, aad walked ercd:. We judged each 
of thetp, at firfl: fight, to be about forty-five 
years old. But how great was our furprize, 
when we were afterwards aflured, that one 
had lived an hundfed and twenty, and the 
pthcr an hundred and twcnty-two years \

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md that they had miniftred to the God* 
4efs fourfcore y^ar^ ! They led us to the al- 
tar, W:h;ich wa$ only a plain mahogany table, 
Cftvered with a fine linen cloth, and on which 
were placed four porcelain flaggons, filled 
with water from the fountain of Health. 
A cup of this wate;* was offere4 to us ^ a com- 
pliment ufuaily paid to every perfon, who 
approached the altar. I drank off my cup, 
and thought, I had never before tafteda more 
delicious liquor. At the fame time I was fen- 
fible, it was only fpring- water. On each of the 
flaggons the * three firft words of the firft ode 
of Pindar were curioufly painted in form of a 
label. Over the altar was fixed a flab, or table 
of Parian marble, of the fize of thofe boards, 
9JI which the Creed or Lord's Prayer is written, 
that are hung up oyer the communion table in 
fome of our churches. The marble flab was 
cxqj^tely poliflied, on which were engraven in

Thefe laconic precepts (faid one of the 
priefts) which the Goddefs calls her thermo- 
meter, were fent into the world foon after the 
deluge 5 and they are the only infallible rules, 

which

Suffer not a C a vs i d ic to darken your door.

and Diet. 
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which can be given for the attainment and 
prefervation of health and long life. By 
health muft be underftood a fanity of mind, 
as well as of body. For neither is youth 
lovely, nor old age a blef&ng, unlefs they 
enjoy both the one and the other. If Alex- 
ander the Great had conftantly praflifed 
thofe rules of temperance and modera<- 
tion at his meals, which were enjoined him by 
his mafter Aristotle, and prefcribed by his 
phyiicians, and which he very ftriftly obferv* 
ed in the beginning of his reign, he would 
not have Ilained his character, and fullied hit 
vi(5tories by fo many wanton adts of cruelty* 
And the memory of Solomont (the moft di» 
flingpiihed hero in your holy books) would 
have been more highly reverenced in all ages, if 
he had died before he doated, or fell into idola* 
try. And, if I were not reftraincd by the oracle 
of truth, Ifhould pronounce Epamikondas 
(o have been a wiier, a bett^, and an hxpt 
pier man, than the renowned king of Israbu 

One 
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One of thefe princes lived too faft, and the 
other too long. They both outlived that true 
glory, which they had once acquired. And^ 
when I confider all their aftions in one view^ 
I am of opinion, it had been better for the 
world, if neither of them had been born* 
When the prieft had faid this, I read again 
thofe few important words, which formed the 
altar-piece, that I might imprint them in my 
mind, as likewife the exaA order, in which 
they were engraved. I was extremely pleafed 
in obferving the climax j by which wc afcend 
unto Health, to begin with CleAi^nessj 
and that the Goddefs had made this a necef^ 
fary part of her fyftem- Clearness, which 
is obferved, as a law in fomc countries, and 
makes no fmall part of the religion in others^ 
i$ denominated by our modern philofophers an 
half-virtue : but let me give no offence to the 
learned, or to the ladies of pleafure, if I repute it 
a whole one. It is, acccording to my fentiments^ 
the greateft beauty in a man or woman : and 

the 
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^tfimplex munditits of Horace, by which he 
has diftinguiftiedj and charafterized Pyrrha, 
at the fame time, that it gives us an example 
of the neatnefs and elegance of the poet's 
tafte and ftyle, hath made his miftrefs im- 
mortah I then obferved to the honeft priefts, 
that nothing is fo fure a prefervative againft 
epidemical diftempers, as a national cleanli- 
nefs ; and, that the great city, where I now 
live, is rendered more healthy, than it had 
been in fome ages paft, by the care of the in*- 
habitants in building deep and fpacious com- 
mon fewers, and fupplying all the houfes with 
plenty of water. I added) were I the gover- 
nor of a kingdom, it fhould be my firft law 
or ordinance, that every maftcr of a family 
fhould be clean himfelf, and take efpecial 
care, that his houfe and his wife, his maniert 
vant, and his maid fervant, and even his ox 
and his afs,' and every creature, and every^ 
thing about him fhould be in the f^me condi^ 
tion ; iinlefs when by his trade or occupatioa 

P. h« 
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. he was neceflarily employed in dirty work« 
But dirty work^ or dirty hands fhould be no ex- 
cufe for any perfons above the degree of me- 
chanics, efpecially for thofe, who make pro- 

. feffion of the liberal arts, who ferve at the al- 
tars of the gods, or form any part of the legi- 
flature. 

When the Count and I had made our of- 
ferings to the Goddefs of He alth, according 
to cuftom, the priefts defired us to walk to 
the weft end of the temple, where they would 
ihew us an infcription in a very different ftyle 

from that of the Golden^Climax. This in- 

I* 

fcription was engraven on a plate of brafs in 
large black charadters, furrounded with skulls 
ftnd skeletons, qhafed or emboffed on the fame 
plate, not unlike a modern funeral ticket. I 
here deliver the words in the form and or- 
der, as they appeared to me : but I omit the 
ornaments, as they would not make an agree- 
able picture, and perhaps might frighten a 
fanciful reader.

This infcription is to be read in the fame man- 
ner, as theGoLDEN Climax, beginning at the 
bottom. Plates of the fame form and ftyle, 
.as the priefls aiTured us, have been hyng up 
in all the temples dedicated to the Goddefs of 
JtIealtHj ever fince the beginning of the 
brazen age. They are intended by the God- 
defs, as a memento to thofe of her votaries, 
who may happen to have great vivacity and 
little refolutionj who trufling to the ftrength 
and vigour of a well cqni^ituted body, may be 
tempted to join in the orgies of Bacchus, or 
be decoyed into the difeafed bed of a common 
^rlot» Reafpning with the prieils on the 

O 2 force 
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force of each word, and the propriety of the 
gradation, .1 could not help obferving, that- 
Quackery was ftationed, as it ought to be, 
between Sickness and Mortal Sickness, 
For, what are the prefcriptions of a quack, or 
of any one, who is not a regular-bred phyfi- 
cian, but a death-warrant ? 'When I expected 
the priefts aflent to what I faid,I cannot exprefs 
how I was mortified, when one of them made 
tnethefollowing anfwer. I have never been able 
to diftinguifli properly between a regular-bred 
phyfician, as you call him, and a quack* 
They are both honoured with the fame titles. 
'They both prefcribe in the fame form and 
charafter. They both wear the fame grave 
habit, the feme foiemn afpedtj the fame length 
of wig, length of fword, and Ijsngth of cane. 
They both write books, pamphlets, and poems 
in Latin and Englijh. Both have their chari- 
ots, their footmen, and their horfemen. Both , 
'keep good tables, drink much wine, and en- 

» 

■^ourage the growth of luxury by their own 
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examples. I am well acquainted with three 
of the faculty, who are men of equal abilities. 
The firft was obliged to ftudy in his univerfity 
fourteen years, before he could obtain the title 
of doftor. The fecond had the fame title con* 
feredon him, in another univerfity, in fourteen 
days . The third, by a decree of a learned body of 
'academicians was doSlorated in as little time> as 
was neceffary' to change his poft-horfes. Thefe 
gentlemen began their courfe of praftice the 
fame month. But mark the uncertainty of 
all human affairs. The firft is lad, and the 
laft is firft. Firft, in the. opinion of his fellow- 
citizens, and'fbpmorto- all his • brethren in - 
the extent of his jurifdidion, the number of 
his patients, and the weight and plenitude of 
his purfe. Is this doflor a quack, or a phyfi- 
ciaa ? In truth, the fcience of phyfic, or the 
^rt of medicine is very uncertain. The method 
of pradtice varies continually, and is totally 
changed every twenty years : and every cen- 
tury produces a new hiftory of phyfic. The 

few 
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few fpecifics are well known. They arc 
equally adminiftered by quacks and regulars^ 

m 

by furgeons, midwives, and apothecaries. 
But the quacks claim the honour of having 
firft introduced thefe medicines into praftice. 
J^Qtwithftanding the celebrated difcovery of 
the circulation of the blood, and the great 
improvements in all other arts and fcicnces, 
^the cure of diftempers is not advanced, or 
better known at this day, than it was two 
thoufand years ago *. A man may be a good 
ph^lofopher, an excellent ipathematician, a

CURING DISEASES. In this work the author acknow-<v

confequently are much favoured by the bene- 
volent Goddefs of this manfion. I would not 
be thought to fpeak ludicroufly, or with- any 
defign to difgrace phyfic by this conjundion. 
But the whole faculty muft acknowledge,^ 
that ^scuLAPius himfelf, who was the ar- 
chiater of the world, whilft he was living, 
and deified after he was dead, hath been cele- 
brated inthefame line for inventing the method 
of purging the body, and drawing t€eth, ^/ 
primus purgationem alvij dentijque evHlfionem 

invenit. Cic, de Nat. Peer. ^Tis with con- 

cera 
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ccrn therefore I confider, that this excellent 
art' of tooth-drawing, which was the inventioh 
andpfafliceofthe God of phyfic,{houldbythe 
pride of his difciples, be ignominioufly thrult 
down into the Ihops of the meaneft artificers, 
and in our days be profeffed only by barbers 
and mountebanks. However,- that I may 
not bc' thought unjiift to the gentlemen of the 
faculty, as they are now diftinguiihed, I mufl: 
confefs, they have femetimes been of real fer- 
vicc in fudden and acute diftempers, and have 
cfibdted^xtraordinary and furprifing cures. But 
in thefe cafes they have generally aflifted na- 
ture, andwith great skill and care adminiftered 
thofe fpecifics,witb which weareall well acquaint- 
ed. Andthephyfician would defervehisfee, if he 
woiildconftantlypurfue this method, and do as 
much, andnomore, than whatENcoLPiuspro- 
mifed the hdy in Petrokius ; 5/ quodpr^eterea 
atiudremedium deus iUmonJlrdffetyadjuvaturosnos 

divinam 
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Svifuim providentiam velpericuh mfiro *• In* 
fte^ of this fafe and fimple pra£^ice» the moft 
eminent phyficians among us write for theapo* 
thecary, and orderacompoundof medicines to 
iwell his bill. They nev4:r allow themfelves 
fufficient time to examine into the patient's 
conftitution, and habit of body, and thereby 
to learn the caufe of his diftemper. For which 
reafon they frequently kill the perfon, whom; 
they promife to cure. I could name more 
than one of my particular friends, who have 
fallen a facrifice to their prefcriptions. And

PALLANTIS, or,theCj.TYofPAi.uis; A . 
whkh is not far diftant from the temple 
of Health, and is the capital of a fmallf 
but fertile country, called Palladia, is 
vifited by all firanger^ and therefore our 
curiofity naturally led us to take .a view of 
it. This city is of no great extent, but beauu« 
fully Htuated near the conflux of two riversn' 
ajod has the benefit of a wholefbme and ttta^ 
pe£ace«^« The buildings «re nMgnificeiit^ 
bu« 411 *ar fingular tafte. For the wkoje is 
^:cHy^pofed of about forty iquaxies, in each of 
which is a temple dedicated to the worih^ of 
Pallas. The fquares are feparated by large 

gardens. 
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gardens, every fquare ha^ng a garden be^ 
feriSgingto iti: which is comftion to all the in- 
habitants of that diftrid. The citizens boaft 
themfelvcs to be defcended from a colony of 
the Athbkiaks, who left their native coun- 
try, when the liberties of Greece were de- 
ftroyed, and fettled in It alIt/ They yrge, as 
an aigument to prove the ^tiquity of their 
defcent, and the truth of this tradition, that, 
as they have preferved the Greek language 
in its Attic purity to this day, fo they botli 
fpcak, and write the Latin of the Augus- 
TAN'age; and moreover, that they cukivate 
all the liberal arts and fciences with unweari- 
ed application. It niuft be acknowledged, 
that, in the darkeft times, there have flourifhcd 
among the Palladians men of profound 

w 

erudition, and fome judicious critics and po- 
lite fcholars; ^But, (ince the reftora£ion<^l^«^ 
tew, they have been univerfally celebrated^ 
as a very learned body, an4 their produftions 
in all the ancient languages, as well as in their 

' own» 
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-0wn, Jiave been tnuch admjred, -In rfieir fy- 
ftcm of morals they. far excel; their ancdlors, 

-and all the feds of iI^Grbcian philofophers. 
The liove and defiro.of "doing good, and tiie 
|uttred ^nd abhprf ence of ail manner o£ in- 

.^ftice, 13 .either. natural tp the Palladia^^^ 

^prisimprefi^d on tbom, by the force and ad- 
vantage of their education. But they ve 
chiefly eft^emicd for their focial virtues, par- 

;.ticularly for their humanity^ and hofpitality 
to ftrangers. They are always difpofed to 
reward men of merit, toprote6t the innocent, 
ajid relieve the indigent ; and they do every 
thing with fuch an opennefs, and fuch a noble 
freedom of mind, that it embelliihes all their 

' adlions, and never fails to gain the approba* 
.tion of thofe, who have any commerce or cop- 
nexion with them. Pallantis had formor^ 

- iy great privileges, and mi^t be cpnfidered, 
^s an hanfe-town, in the middle of the Papv- 

^ liopoiiiT AN empire. For it was free fr^m ^ fU 

.|ributes and t»ation3T and wa$ governed (as^it 
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is infomemeafureat this day)by its owti mag^ 
ftrates. But a few years agotheON.oc3isTAUR5 
inade an incurfion intp Palladia, and after-" 
Wards attacked the city : and, potwithftanding ^ 
^le courageand appofition of thePALL adi ans, 
they were at length obliged to give way u> 
nunibers, and, by a formal treaty, c^de to the 
Onocentaurs that quarter of the city, which 
the latter now poflefs. But it will be necef- 
fary to afcehd to the caufe of this war. The 
Papyropolitan government, after various 
forms and alterations, h now become oligar-^; 
chical, and founded upon maxims very oppo- 
iite to thofc, wliich have always been profeiP 
cd, and taught in the city of Pallas. Thoft? 
few nobles, whp at prefent govera the em» 
pirc, cannot brook a free ftate in the midft of 
their dominions 5 and therefore they employ 
all their craft and policy to fubjed the Palt 
Z.ADIANS, and leave them only the name and 
^pe»'ance of a republic. For this purpoie 
they incited t^e OnocentaurS;, whQm they 
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fa|5plied:with money, arms, and all kind of 
warlike {lores, to invade this ha^ppy region, 
and by any means to eftablifh themfelves iii 
Pallantis. In this attempt Aey could not 
fail of iiiccefs, as diey were fo well fupporteJ, 
and the city was open> and without any forti- 
fication. A peace or truce, was at length con-^ 
eluded, by order of the oligarchy ; but the 
citizens of Pallantis were forced to yield up 
their chief privileges, and fubmit to ail im« 
pofts and tares in common with other Tub- 
je&$^ But, in confequence of this unnatural 
incorporation, what is moft to be lamented 
is, that the Palladiaks have been in fome 
degree, infedtcd by the vices of their intru- 
ders ; and fome of them have been fo weak, 
and fo wicked, as to renounce their old prin- 
ciples, their friends, and their country, 
and defert to the quarters of the Onocen- 
T AURS. The number of thefe apoftates is in- 
deed iiiconfiderable, but they have been able 
to do a great deal of mifchief , They havd 

0^2 pre- 
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vailed on the Oxocentaxirs to break thft 
truce^ and endeavour to pbflefs themfelves of 
the whole city. So that this fccond war is 
now carried oh with more fury, than the firft. 
The PAtLADiANS defend thexrifelrcs with 
great fkill and refolution ; and in all attacks,- ^ 
which have been made hitherto, they havete- T 
pulfed the enemy. But even their viftoriesk 
have been fatal to . them. For, as they are 
not in. a condition to recruit their forces, and 
the'ONOCENTAURs Tcceive continual fupplies 
from the prefent governors of the Papyroli- 
TAN empire, *tis fcarce poffible, that Pal- 
LANTis fhould hold out much longer. The 
old inihabitants will be obliged to ,quit the 
;:ity, or become the flaves of thofe barbarians, 
whom they have always defpifed. We have 
but one chance, (fays the Palladian, who 
was giving me this account) for our pre. 
fervation; J mean, the immediate intcrpofi- 
fition of the Goddefs, whom we worfhip. She 
beholds us, her faithful votaries, engaged in 
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k v&ry unequal war, and furrounded by an ar- 
faiy of. monfters; fhe fees the work of her own 
hands, which flie has been building up for 
eight hundred years, threatened with deftruc^ 
tiQn ; fhe penetrates ail the fchemes, and dif- 
cerns the oppr^flion and injuftice of -the Pa- 
PYi4||M;pAN oligarchy. She is able to re* 
iiQve ul; and let us hope, that fhe will re- 
lieve us, if we retain our virtue, and obey 
thjBcounfels of wifdom. Here the Pall a* 
DiAN. was interrupted by a mefTenger, dif- 
patched on purpofe to give us notice, that a 
whole legion of Onocentaurs, conamanded 
by their Bray, (which is the title they gmt\ 
to every commander of a legion) and fup] 
ed by all thePALLADiAN deferters, with Col 
NIX at their head, . were marching to attacl 
our quarters. The proper name of this chie! 
of the deferters was Macedo. But all the 
Pajllad^an .renegados, immediately after 
their dcfedion Are, by a decree of theONO- 
C£NTAUfLS^,o^p?d to rcnounce their family 
';^^m names. 
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n^ne$, together with their principles, m^ 
^umf Chens^me of fome uncleaa bead, or inrd 
of prey, or of toy poifonous or noxious irv* 
fcfl:. Fo^, as they ^c reqyircd, as far a^tliej^ 
art able, to diveft themfdves of their htimfl!* 
nity, (which is eafily 4one, as you will fee 
jircfently) that they may not be above theJe- 
vd of their new niafters, it is not j&t, they 
Ihould retain the name of a man* . A^y^noble 
friend, who is an old experienced officer^ and 
ajti excellent gpneral, thought it incumbent 
on him, on this occafion, to ofier his fervice« 
His offer was joyfully accepted: and the 
PALLADiAKSof our fquarc or quarter, putting 
themfdves under the Count's command, 
marched out in good order, and with great 
alacrity, to meet the^enemy. As foon, as the 
Onocentaurs percdved us, they fet up a 
Ihout, (if I may fo call it) the moft horrible' 
and moft difagreeable found, which had ever 
beed heard; Neither the bellowing of Mars^ 

when 
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when he was wounded at the fiege of Trot, 
nor the braying of Don Quixote's fijuirc, 
which procured him fueh a hearty drubbing, 
might be compared with the voice of the 
Onocentaitrs. This, however, did not 
difcompofe us. Our little army was well dis- 
ciplined. We had a good caufe and a good 
confcience. We had great confidence in our 
genarai9 whom we followed, according to his 
command, with a refblution to attack the ene« 
my fword in hand. But, when we were fo 
near them, that they could diftinguifh the 
Count, they were feized with a panic, and 
fied without ilriking a blow. To hinder our 
puriuir, they kicked up the dirt, which had 
beea prepared, and laid up in heaps for this 
purpofe, and threw ftink-pots, of a new in^ 
vcntion, over their Ihoulders (like the ancient 
Parthians, who^fhot their arrows behind, 
when they were flying) in fuch quantities, that 
we werc*covejfcd with filth, and almoft poi- 
f<med with the flench. By this itratagem 

thejr 
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they pfeaped with the Ipfs of a few prifoners, 

• and pne ftapdard, which was taken from the 

deferters, together with the ftandard-bearer, 

JJ f^^^V called PoRcus, who |being covered over with 

brafs from head to foot, and having befides 
a protuberance of paunch, was an overr 
load for his horfe. So that the poor beaft be^ 
ing forced beyond his ordinary pace, when 
Porous endeavoured to make his efcape, fell 
.with hi§' rider. The Palladians expreflcd 
.great joy,* when they faw Porous brought in 
prifqner. For this renegado, and another, a 
little fellow now called Vespa, were the chief 
authors and. promoters of the prelent war^ 
Moreover,' Porcus invented the ftink-pots, 
and fiifttaught the Onocentaurs the man- 
ner and ufefulnefs of calling dirt and ordure 
at their enemies : and he had made all their 
troops very expert in this new exercife. He 
likewife endeavoured to make them vain of 
their race and family, and to infpire them 
with more fiercenefs and courage, by ai2ur* 

in^ 
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ing their general, in l memorial prefented to 
him, containing inftru6tions for his future 
conduft, that ♦ A J AX, one of the greateft he- 
roes of antiquity, had received a great mark 
of honour and diftin&ion, according to the 
judgment of all true critics, by having been 
compared to an Onocentaur. In the fame 
memorial Porous informed him (for thegene-^ 
f al was not very cohverfant in ancient hiftbry) 
that Augustus CiCSAR, after the battle of 

* 

ASliumj ereded a llatue of brafs to an Oko« 
fcfeNTAUR, called NicoN, towhofe name the 
Emperor chiefly afcribed his vidory. This 
ftatue was afterwards tranlported to Constan- 
tinople, and placed in the C/rn;^, as a laft« 
ing monument of glory to the whole Ono- 
centaur race. Dcfcrters and renegadoes>

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according to the laws of all countries,, are- 
put to ^ death, if they happen to be taken- 
prifoners. But the Palladians djecfeed 
a punifliment for Porous expreffive of 
his charafter, , and fuited to his. life and 
adtions. They put him into a ftrong.iron cage 
made for that purpofe.. This cage they or- 
dered to be placed under the grate of a com- 

mon fewer, and to remain there two hour$

cyery day ; then, a ftrong rope being fMlened 
to \ty to be caft thrice into the river, in the 
manner formerly pradtifed in England, of 
ducking fcolds, ^and proving witches, whilft 
any witches remained among us. Or, perhaps 
my comparifon would be more appoiitd, if I 
likened Porcus in his cage to Sir John Fal- 
STAFFE in thcbuck-balket,whenhe was thrown 
■intotheTHAMES by thecontrivanceof the Mer- 
ry Wives of Windsor. I did not fee this 
^operation performed, becaufe I would not be 
thought to in'fult a conquered ennemy ; but I

heafd the beaft roar, as often as they were 

going 
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goirig to plunge'hihi in the river. All thd 
whife'He^as ihthe common fewer, he did not 
make any complaint, but rather feemcd to 
take a delight in the filth and mud that pour^ 
cd in upon his head. Porous, upon his exa* 
minationV informed our generals, that the 
Bray, who commanded 'the Onocentaur 
Iegi6nj4iad loft- one'of his -ears, and half his 
tail in the engagement ; and, that he certamly 
would havfe' been taken prifcner, if he Had not 
been^fuperior to aiiy of his brethren in the ufe 
of thfti ftink-pot, andin' tJie art of throwing 
dirt', which he did riot only kick up in great 
qliaiitities, but occafionally Ipouted* our of his 
^ 'rhouthjWith great force,(b much purulent mat- 
ter, drid fach a noifome mixture, that it feem- 
ed to infdft the aif . There was fcarce a Pai.-*

told^ that CoRNix, in excufe for his cowardr 
ice, pretended to the ONOC^NTAVJts, that he 
gat into the tree in order to croak from it^

|)e bad taken ; wluch, he judged, the Palla- 
PUNS would interpret, as an evil omen lcav4 
fr^dhfit ab iiifc Cornix] ai;i4 would immer 
jdiately turn their backs. > But it ha|^ne4 
unfprtunately, that, asfoon as he was in tfap 
tre^, he was fe^ed with fuch a hoarleneisy 
that he could not be hea^d at the diftance of 
tliree yards, and therefore he did not offer to 
put forth his head, or open his mouth.

pofes of his ambition. P*0r no living creature 
had more ambition than Corkix ; and he de-

NIX, as they had for^hisrineflengcrs. .ftut t^ey 
confidered, that his treafure would be of.flrcat 
lervice to them in continuing the war : anil that, 
by reafon of this new , defedtion among the 
Palladians, there was now a fair ogening, 
and ^the beft opportunity, which, had ever 
been ofifered, of fubjcding the whole city of 
Pallantis, and extinguifhing the race of 
the Palladians ; a defign,, which the. Ono^ 
CENTAURS always kept in view: -Their late 
defeat had a little difconceVted their meafures; 
but, to fecure a vidtory in the. next engage- 
ment, they refolved to bring' all their ^forces 
at once inta^the field, and make their attack 
with the whole ftrength of the Onocentaur 
nation. To this intent their gpvernor gene- ; 
raj commanded his arniy to,be ready to march 
at an hour's notice. . And, altho* he was on- 
ly agen^alof £ajade,(for he never went to 
the.war himfelf) and iflued all his orders 
from his clofet, like the general of the Je- 
suits 



f'y 
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suits It RbrtE, yict he wsis w6ll obeyed, fot 
fie Was irtunificcnt, and his orders? Wert always 
accompanied with a largefs. On theothef hand, 
die PalladiaMs wefe vigilant and aftive. 
They were refolved to defend themfelvisV to 
the laft extremity, rather than fulFer an Aft- 
CHoij to be impofed on them, efpecially a fe- 
ftegado, who, they knew, had entered into 
meafures tb enllave theif countly, and to 
gratify his ivarice or ambition, would coirfent 
to a general profcf iptioni 

Whilft thefe preparations were making on 
both fides, I had time to enquire of the gentle 
PalLadian (whofe gueft I was) concerning 
the origin of the Onocentaurs. They pre- 
tend (fays he) to be defcended from Apu- 
Leius and the noble matron, with whom that 
philofopher had futh an intimate and familiar 
correlpondence in the laft fcenc of his ftieta- 
morphofis ^ and who, in his account of the 
affair, is called Pasiphae Asinaria. But 

this 
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■ 

this part of their hiftory is only built upon 
tradition, and is very improbable. For Apr- 
LEius always preferved his intelleftual facul- 
ties, and retained his humanity under his afi- 
nine figure : whereas the Onocektaurs 
have nothing appertaining to them, that is 
human. Not only their outward form, but 
the bafenefs and malignity of their nature, 
and the want and contempt of that under- 
Handing, which is the peculiar charafteriftic 
of our fpecies, evidently demonftrate, that 
the Onocentaurs are little fuperior to any 
part of the brute -creation. They are in truth 
of a more ancient race, than they imagine, 
or are willing to allow. For we find them 
mentioned, in your facred books, as the com- 
panions of thofe monfters and evil fpirits, who 
are ther^. pronounced to be a public peft, and 
the great . enemies of mankind. And, altho*^ 
I am fenfible, this prophecy might refpedt ano- 
ther great event, let me be permitted to fay,

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that the dehuhcJatioh of the -prophet, jind 
* IiM Jball cfy [fing iir khabii] in theft faidfiiy

to fuch noxious animals, whofe fawnings artd 
tarefifes arc always boifterous and hurtful, arid 
may properly ferve to jUuftrate -ffilsop's fable.

The au- 
gurs were not at a lols to comprehend the

that the Palladian deferters and Onocen-

this cognatjon or affinity the wifeft and moft

fagacious in the augural college coUld neither* 
explain, nor conceive, till chance produced 
the difcovery, and demonftrated, what we will 
no longer call an unnatural conjunftion. For 
we are now fufficiently apprized by a letter 
liately received, and communicated to us by 
Artemidorus, one of our citizens, a man 
of excellent knowledge, and much refpefted 
for his focial virtues, that the fpirits of the 
Palladian defertcrs and Onocentaurs arc 
of the fame Ipecies or fubftance. This is a 
letter from the dead, and we are taught, and 
believe, that the dead always fpeak truth. 
Befides, the character ot the writer leaves us 
no room to queftion his authority. For, whilft 
he lived, he was a manoffevere morals, and an 
irreproachable conduft ; and, as he was chief 
of the college of augurs, fo he.wasareal or- 
nament to his-4bciety. He hath opened a 
new fyftem, and demonftrated the caufe of 

the 
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the great difference and inequality, which we 
xemark in the fouls of men, with regard both 
to their natural and improved abilities, which 
has puzzled the philofophy of all ages, and 
which fbme phyfical heads have weakly en- 
deavoured to explain from the different for- 
mation of the bodily organs. This difcovery 
is of the greater importance, lince we are, en- 
abled to account for moft of the enormous 
vices^^and brutal aftions of mankind, elpeci- 
ally of thofe, whom the advantages of a li- 
beral and learned education have not been fuf- 
ficient to reclaim, or amend. For we are now 
affured, that a certain number of the bO' 
dies, which have human fhapes, even many 
of thofe, which are diftinguifhed by their coft- 
ly ajid magnificent trappings, and move in 
the moft extenfive fphere of aftipn, are pof- 
feffed, and animated by the fouls of brutes. 
This letter has refolved another obfcure que- 
ftion, which has long exercifed the divinity of 
p\^r fchoojs, and produced many volumes of 

me- 
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mctaphyfical jargon, viz. How the Ipirits of 
the brute creation are to be treated, or where 
they are to be, depolited aifter the diffolution of 
their bodies^ The moft learned ipen, in our 
community, haye Agreed, that thefe %irits 
are immaterial, and confeqyently indiflblublet 
without an immediate a£t of omnipotence : 
and therefore it has been with goodreafoncon- 
duded, that they fuper-cxift the diffolutipn 
of their bodies. But, becjufe a difficulty hath 
arifen, how to difpofe of them in this Itate of 
fepiratio;!, fome pf our philofophers have der 
nied. their immateriality. But it would be 
te4ious and unnecflary at prefent to recount 
the various fentiments and difquifitipns of our 
Uterati concerning the ftate of the brute-crea- 
tion. If you give credit to the letter, which 
i will impart to you, you will be convinced 
that the fouls of brutes are not material, ac- 
cording to the opinion of fome, or by an ex- 
traordinary power annihilated, according to 
the opinion of others, but have a proper do- 

micil 
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mtcil affignedthem, where they remasn far a 
ttMm ttitm^ and then tranfmigrate into othsr 
bodies. Fafthe^, you will be fatisiSBd, tiiat 
theie wretches iirko hare dderted from us 
are no pait of the htittlah ipecies, altho' they 
ft|>^ir in the fbi'm^^of Tdtii. And let me 
8^, it would ^ve me a fenfible pleafure^ if 
this lyftem, which bath li^een fo opportunely 
revealed tc^ w^ mi^t be imprefled on your 
mind, ahd )r(ep6rt(d in yourmemoirs, notw«* 
ly to Vindicatife the Pall adiak cecondiliyi 
but to aflfert the dignity of human nature. 
Wi A this view 1 here prefent you with a copy 
of the fetter to AkTEAariDORvs. I have only 
<wnitted that pait, where Ibmc of oiir citizeni 
ate named, and charaderifed ; which we hav6 
Tcfolvcdto fupprcfe, unlei^ thofe gentlemeh 
fliould think proper to follow their relations, 
openly renounce their old principles, and be* 
tray their old friends and the interefts of their 
country. Having faid this, he put into my 
hands a fmall roll of vellum i which, me-

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thought, I carefully locked up in a letter cafe, 
which I always carry with me, when I am 
travelling. And here I muft not omit a moft 
remarkable and aftonifhing incident. This 
vellum roll I found in my letter cafe the next 
morning, and the letter to Ae^^temidorus 
written on it in fair Roman capitals in the 
fame form, in which I have caufed it to be 
printed. I fhall not be affronted, if any fccp* 
tical readers, thofe eipecially, who account for 
the phsenomenon of dreaming mechanically, 
and cannot believe, that our fouls, during that 
interval, have any commerce with feparate im- 
material agents, ihould, on this occaiion, 
queftion my veracity. We are apt to difbe* 
lieve all fuch facts, as we cannot comprehend. 
And there was a time when the whole Chris- 
TiAN world confidered that great man, who 
truly defcribed the figure of the earth, and de- 
monftrated the AntipodeSy as an impious liar, 
and a dangerous heretic. For my part, I Ihall 
ufe no other means to prove the fad;, which I 

have 
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have aflerted, than by giving every curious 

perfon an opportunity of viewing the vellum 

roll. For this purpofe it fhall be depofited 

immediately in the Bodleian Library. But^ 

I hope, when at any time this valuable manu- 

fcript ihall be ihewn either to the academi* 

Clans, or to ftrangers, that it will notbeftig* 

matized, like the M. S. in Queen's College 

(which was produced by a iimilar circum* 

ftaince) and called the Devil's band-writing. 

For I efteem this epiftle, as the work of z 

mod benevolent fpirit ; and, perhaps, it may 

be the kind information of my own good

Soon after the Palladian had been pleaf- 
ed to make me a prefent of this curious ma- 
nufcript (which cannot but be acceptable to 
the learned, and may probably give rife to 
a new fe<5t of philofophers) he was fummon- 
ed to a general council. For he was a citizen 
of diftinftion, and greatly efteemed by all the 
inhabitants of Pall ANTis, who were friends 
to liberty, and lovers of their country. Wc 
had not therefore Jeifure for a longer conver- 
fation. He only allowed himfelf time to fay 
to me at parting: The letter of Cocceius 
hath confirmed an opinion, which I have inti- 
mated abbve, and which I have conftantly 
entertained from my youth, viz. That there 
were originally created various fpccies of men;

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as well as of brutes. And this I infer*d, by 
rertiarking thd gfeat inequality of thofe tem- 
pers and talents of the mind, yrith which 
children are born, and, that fo many feem to 
be framed, with a ftupid or evil difpofition» 
and to grow up into folly or vice from the 
feeds of nature. The Palladians^ whcr 
lately deferted from us, were naturally void 
of truth, and very apt, even from their in-* 
fancy, to fay the things which was not. And» 
altho' this odious quality was in fome mea<« 
fure corrcfted by their education, or rather 
diffembled by their cunning, yet it ofteq.- 
broke out, where their intereft was concern*- 
ed. At prefent they difplay it with the 
greateft effrontery, and without the kaft 
remorfe. For this is the beft method of 
^commending themfelves to the efteem of 
the OnocentAvrs ; who regard a wdll-in* 
vented Lie, efpecially if it produce the effeft 
^efigncd by it, as a notable expedient 
IB politics, ^nd a moft excellent ftrata^ 
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)m in war. To proceed with my re- 
jQeftions : Is it not evident, that there is 
a greatbr difference, in the eflence of their 
fowls, .between fome of our citizens, and moft 
of the Africans, efpecially the blacks of 
Guinea^ than there is between the latter, 
and their apes and monkies ? Thofe voy-* 
agers, who ^have had an opportunity of fur- 
veying the Hottektots at the Cape of 
'Good Hope,' pronounce them to be much 
inf*erior to any of the beafts, which the fame 
country produces. And the little men of 
Nova Zembla, and the giants, who inha- 
bit nearthe Magellan ftreights, havebeen 
difcovered to be as favage- animals, as any of 
thofe, who walk upon four feet. That Hypo- 
tbejis^ which is laid down, and recommended 
to us hy the letter- writer, ^os cognoris ava* 
.rosj crudeles^ &?r. muft needs be embraced 
^by every one, who has a manly reafon ; and 
your better judgment cannot but adhere to 

this lyftem, fince it is authorized in your fa- 
ll % cred 
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cred books, "f* T'be Watchmen, that is, 

the princes of the country, or thofe men, 

who have advanced themfelves higheft in 

power and in riches, are blind: they are allig- 

norant : they are all dumb Docs : yea they are 

greedy Dogs, which cdn never have enough. 

Another of thefe ancient prophets defcribes 

the oppreflion and rapine of the princes of 

Nineveh in this manner i^The Lion did teafre 
in peces enough for his Whelps, and woried 

for his Lioness, and filled bis boles with prey, 
and his dens with fpoil. Obferve likcwife, that 
the politeft fcholar, and the moft elegant of 
your holy and infpired writers, hath not 

fcrupled

try, fo diftant from your own, where the peo- 
ple do not want underftandingi and are never- 
thelcfs idolaters, even many pf the mofl: faga^ 
cious among them,you muft ^xpeft, that your 
travels will be deemed imperfect. As it hap- 
pens, you have a prefent opportunity of fup- 

ft 

plying this effential article, and fatisfying 
your owR curipfity, without much trouble 

ov 
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br expence. For this is a fcftival of the God, 
whom thefe people pretend to worfhip in fin- 
cerity and truth ^ elpecially thofc who are 
his immediate dependents, or who have al- 
ready received^ or are in expedation of . re- 
ceiving, fignal marks of his favour. There 
are four days in the year, particularly con* 
fecrated to him. Two of thefe days are call- 
ed the Grand Festivals ; the other two, 
Feria minoresy ortheLssSER Festivals. This 
is one of the leller feftivals. They are all 
diflinguifhed in the Papyropolitan ca- 
lendar by large blue characters, as our feafts 
and holydays are marked with red. The 
words of dedication are borrowed from the 
Roman calendar, Herculi macno Custo- 
dy He is that Hercules, who is ftyled 
the God of riches ; who is not only . himfclf 
poilefled of an immenfe treafure, but is able 
in an inllant, to give an increafe of wealth to 
his votaries } and to make any of them as rich,

as the richeft and mofl: potent Jew in Europe 
or Asia, without diminilhing his own ftore. 
The old* Romans, who knew his pow^r, 
facrificed to him under this charaftcr : and 
from them, the Papyropolites pretend to 
have derived their God, as well as many of 
the ceremonies of their religipus worlhip. 
Tho* in this, as in all other religions, are di- 
verfe feftaries •, and fome of the moft learned 
men in the country are profeffedANTiHERCu- 
i^eans, or infidels; who have no more venera- 
tion for the Papyropolitan Hercules,

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than they would have for a Chintfe^ or tnJian 
pagod. Theyalledgc, that all the votaries 
of this deity are craftfmen, or enthjifiafts, who 
are dther bribed, or betrayed into the religi- 
on, which is here eftablifhed. And I am apt; 
to believe, when you 'have fufficiently con- 
templated the figure of the God, and the ce- 
remonies of the day, you will rank your felf 
on the fide of the Antihercule ans. While 
my noble companion was thus preparing mc 
to comprehend the religion of the Papyro- 

< 

FOLiTES, we came to the temple of Her- 
cules. The temple was a Gothick building 
arched o^er. The walls were hung with ta- 
peftry, wrought in difierent compartments, rc- 
prefenting the labours oftiERCULES, A porti- 
co, which leads to the temple, and built in the 
fame tafte, I found to be one hundred and fifty 
paces long. Thefe ftruftures fccmed to have an 
air of grandeur without any magnificence. 
The portico, as well as the temple, were to 
much crouded on account of the fellival, 

tha( 
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that we could not poflibly havie got iii, if a 
principal officer belonging to the God, obferv- 
ing us to be ilrangers, had not caufed a land 
to be made for us. The throne was raifcd about 
four feet above the floor, and was covered 
with cufhions of crimfon velvet, fringed with 
gold. Four fmall pilafters, curioufly wrought, 
which feemed to be a modern work, fupport- 
cd the canopy over the throne. The idol 
was a wooderi ftatue of Hercules of a gi- 
gantick fize, and twice as big, as the Her- 
cules Farnefey or the ftatue of Hercules 
lately finiflied by R ysbrack. This idol was 
fo contrived, and fafhipned by the help of 
wires and fecret iprings, that he could move 
his head, roll his eyes, open and fhut his 
mouth. He feemed to have as much com- 
mand of his arms, head, and legs^ « as any 
of his votaries ; and could make what ufe of 
them he pleafed, or his officers pleafed» 
. who behind the fcenes diredted all his motions. 

(lewas cloathed in a magnificent Roman 

habit. 
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hfljblt. His tunic was of brocade, and his 
toga, or upper garment, of purple velvet, cu- 
rioufly embroidered .with palm branches, as 
the fymbol of his viftories. He had a velvet 
cap, or bonnet on his head, with a large tuft 
of diamonds in the middle. His be^d w^s 
of gold, and reached down to his waift. It 
was more curioufly wrought, and of much 
greater value, than the golden beard of Ms- 
cuLApius, of which that learned fon of Apol- 
lo was robbed by Diokysius the tyrant of 
Syracuse. On the right hand of the idol 
was his club, and his lion's (kin ;. ^nd on th^ 
left a globe of the earth, of about twenty- 
fgul* inches diameter. Before him, on a 
large fquare table (I fhould fpeak more pro- 
perly, if I called it a ftage) which was cover- 
ed with a rich Perfian carpet, were four heaps 
of ingots, piled up with art, and placed at 
an equal diftance, fo as to prefcrve the fym- 
metry of the table, Thefe ingots, as I judged, 
fjopld /lot weigh lefs than two tuns of gold^ 

On 
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On each fide of the table was a rank of grave 
perTons, richly habited, after the eaftern faftii* 
on>in robes of filk, or velvet of various colours. 
Their beards were of die length and fize of 
thofe, which are comnu>nly worn by the 
Vizirsy and great officers of ftate in the Grand 
Seigmor'% court. Three» who. ftood ixeareft 
the Ood, were adorned with black beards 
mixed with filver. At firft fight I took them 
to be Rabbins. But viewing them more at- 
tentively, I fancied, that two of them re- 
(embled the Satik Sages, or Intendants 
of die Paper Mitt, of whom I have relat- 
ed iuch wonders. Their hands were folded oo 
dxeir breafts, and their eyes were incei!antly 

« 

fixed on the wooden idol. Whilft I was con- 
templating the mien and habit of thefe vene- 
rable gentlemen, and was confklering how this 
vail wealth was to be difpofed of, I heard the 
found of a ketde-drum and trumpet, which 
continued about five minutes. As foon as thi$

martial mufick ceafed, ^e whole congrega- 
tion

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tion fell on their knees, and remained in that 
J)ofture, till the God had devoured all the 
gold on the table, and till a fecond, thirds 
and fourth courfe (each of the fame quantity 
and weight of metal, as the firft) were ferved 
up, and cleared in the fame hiJlnner. Fdr this 
purpoie he ufed both his hand^, ahd turn- 
ed the ingots down his throat fo expeditiouQy, 
that he had finifhed his meal^ although it con« 
^lifted of fo many couirfeS, in lefs time, thftn 
an oftrich could fwallow ten ounc^ of iron. 
Between every courfe he drank 4bout two 
galloni^ of atirumpotahiky which ivas prefented 
to him by his cupbearei^ in an huge China 
flagon. The people then fifing up, the kettle- 
drum and trumpet founded again. When his 
Godfhip taking up the globe of the earth, 
placed it very adroitly upon his right llioul- 
der. This adlion was followed by an hum of 
applaufe from the whole aflcmbly. Then one 
of the three fages (whom I mentioned above 
to have been diftinguiflied from the reft of 

Y the 
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the God's attendants by their black beards 
intermixed with filver threads, or fmall filver 
wires)- after having made his obeifance to the 
idyl, advanced to the front of the ftage, and 
addreffed himfelf in a jQiort Ipeech to the con- 
gregation. He firft recounted the labours of 
Hercules in the ftylcand manner of all the 
mythological writers, whether orators or poet?. 
He dcmonftrated, how fcrviceable he had 
been to the world in combating giants, de- 
ftroying monfters, and fcouj-ging tyrants. 
He did n^t forget to celebrate his deification^ 
and took particular notice, that this ad had 
been performed with all the circumftances of 
honour, and with the conient and ^probation 
Ci all the gods and goddeiles^ even of Juno 
herfelf ; who,altho' ftic appeared to be his moft 
inveterate enemy during his prc^^is on earthy 
yet after hisdeathwas reconciled to hiscminent 
virtues, and allowed him a feat m hedven. 
Then he charged his countrymen ierioufly to 
refleft, and ever remember with the lUoft

grateful hearts, what an happinefs it was to 
the Papyropolitbs; in preference to all 
other nations, to enjoy the prefence and pro- 
teftion of fuch a power&l deity: to which 
alone was jto be afcribed the flourifiiing ftatc 
of their commerce, fUc temperature of their 
climate, the fectilitiy of their foil, the courage 
pf^e men, the chaftity of the women,and the 
liberty, pe^e and plenty pofleflcd by all. 
Fins^ly, he thanked tl^ good people for their 
aai]^ o^ering^ fuid ^oi>t|:ib|itions, which en- 
courted his GodAup to extend his influence, 
and .enabled him to fuppopt with chearfulneis 
the wei^t of the globe, to preferve it's oeca- 
nomy, and prevent ;iny diforders, or deviati- 
ons in the Copernlcan fyftem. Having 
faid this he tdefl^d the land, and difmi0ed the 
COBgregittian (. whilft the God attended, and 
fupported by the proper: officers, withdrew 
into his ianftuary. The ihouts and acclama- 
tions of the PAPYRppoLiTES, as they depai'- 
ted out of the teinpl^j tcftified their joy^ and

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the farce, or feftival concluded with the fame 
piartial mufic, which we had heard before, 
I ftay^d, with my noble friend, behind all 
the reft, to take a :morc exafb view of the 
temple, and while, we were walking round it, 
I aflced him fuch queftions, as were ncceflary 
for my better information I firft deffred to 
know the quality of thofe reverend petfons, 
who were ranked on each fide of the; table, or 
ftage during the fqlemnity. Thofe, feid he, 

with the black beards mixed with filver, are 
the three Arch-priests, or Lieutenants 
of Hercules, They have the fupreme. di- 
reftion of all affairs, both ipiritual and temr 
poral : they prefide in all the councils : they 
difpofe of all hQHOurs and employments : and 
the God himfelf can aft nothing without 
their concurrence and approbation. The 
others, whom you obferyed to ftand in the 
fame rank, and next to the Arch priests, are 
the priefts of the temple, andtheGod*sdome- 
ftic pfRcjers, to whom the.carc of his pcrfon is 

comr 
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commited. They are enjoined to attend dai- 
ly on him, to. wa(h and paint him, as often 
as it may be necefiary : • they are particularly 
40 take care, that he be not maimed, or 
'Worm-eaten ; that ^either rats, nor mice, 
nor any vermin defile his body, or make 
choice of the trunk for their habitati- 
on. They arfif to fee, that the motion 
of hk • head be eafy and graceful,' that all 
his jbints be pliable, that the wires and 
fprings be kept very clean, and well oiled. 
Theyufe on this bccafion the oil of rofes

from.the East Indies, which gives fuch a 
fragrancy to the image, and fills every place, 
where he has been, with fuch a grateful per- 
fume, as even excels ambrosial odours : 
from whence not only the vulgar, but the 
mod learned poets coUeft arguments to 
affirm his divinity : Mar^tt odor : Foffes fcirt 
fuijfe deum. In fliort it is the duty of thcfe great 
officers to be always flire, that the whole ma- 

fhine be in good order and repair, fo that on

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Makdariks, by their merit only* But Chefl 
their merit is limited to a finglc point. There 
is no enquiry or examination concerning their 
literature, their morals, or their focial virtues. 
But every candidate for one of thefe high offi" 
CCS, which is to bring him near the perfon of 
the God, mud have given fignal proofs of 
his aflFe£don and attachment to the Arch- 
priests, and of his orthodoxy and zeal 
for the . eftablifhed religion. Profelytes, 
indeed, from any other religion are received, 
and rewarded, and 'fome times employed, if 
they arc perfons of figure and conditioji. 
B,ut I have remarked, that they are as little 
efteemed, as the renegades among the 
Turks, and never trufted with any poft of 

power. When the Lieutenants of Her- 
cules, and thePoTiTii andPiNARii meet 
in a grand council, or a general fynod, 
the Papyropolites tremble. For the de- 
crees of the fyno4 are always oppreffive, 

and 
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^ndfometimesveryfanguinary. There are ma* 
|iy among them, efpecially the renegades, 
who thirft for the blood of their fellow 
ptizens ; which, however, t^iey always ihcd 
under the/fhcw and coloyr pf religion; im- 
puting their own malevolence and impieties 
to the God, whom th^ worfliip. They pre- 
tend, he is grievoufly offended, and is n.Qt to 
be appeafed but by an extraor^inyy ad of 
devotion, by grand and foleipn proceffions, 
wd human viftims. Qn thefe occafions they 
revive the barbarous rites of the DayiDS; 
They feize a certain number of the inhabi- 
tants (generally men of the bcft families} 
whom they facrifice with great ceremony, 
but with as little concern, as if they were, 
flaughtering an ox, or a goat. In truth this 
is only a more political method of profcribing 
their enemies, by fandtifying thefe horrid d&s' 
of cruelty, in order to prevent the com- 
plaints and remonftrances of the people.

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On the |ait gr^nd- &ftiv2(l of Hi^itctriBs, I

It may 
perhaps ferve to refine our vices, but by the 
efFefts which it hath produced -in the city of 
pALLANTis, .we pcrccive, that it contributes 
very little towards the maintenance, or im* 
provement of the fogiai virtues* 

I HAVE now ddne ; and perhaps I have 
been too prolix in my reply. But I was wil- 
ling to convince you of the folly and danger 
of attempting any innovations in our prefent 
eftabliftiment. A bare propofal of this kind 
is capital. And if one of our Arch- 
PtiiEsts, or any of their fpics, had ovcr- 
heatd your difcourfe, you and your com- 
panion would have been immediately feiz- 

ed 



the blanks in the original letter to Artbmidorvs were 
filled up with die names of thofe Palladian mifanthro* 
pifts, whom the priell has here dcfcribcd. 
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cd, and referved for the next grand facri- 
fice. As I engaged you in this converfation, 
I think myfelf obliged, by the laws of hofpi- 
tality, to fee you both in a place of fafety. 
Follow me therefore, and I will condud you 
by the fliorteft way out of our dominions p 
and to imprefs a mark of veracity on your 
travels, you fhall pals out at the Horn- 
Gate : A . favour which has feldom been 
granted to foreigners of the greateft diftinc- 
tion, and is never allowed to any of our own 
people. Having faid this, he led us to the 
fouth fide of the temple, from thence thro* 
a long cloifter. This cloiller opened into a 
iquare, which I judged tq he twice as large, 
as Lincoins-Inn-Fields. All the houfes, 
which feemed to be very fpacious, and had 
large court-yards before them, were inha- 
bited by the priefts and minifters of Her*- 
cuLES. In the middle of the fqiiare was an 
heap of magnificent ruins. Among the reft 
J reniarked fome pillars of Cohinthian 

F f 2 brafs. 
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brafs, and many of Egyptian marble of 
txquifite workmanlbip. And on feme of 
the pillars were engraved many Greek and 
Latin infcriptions, all in capitals, the 
words running into one another : which was 

a certain proof of their antiquity. I would 
Fain have flayed here long enough to have 
copied thefe infcriptions. But this, it feems, 
was forbidden by the laws of the country. 
The prieft informed us, as we walked on, 
that thefe ruins were part of the temple of 
Liberty; that a few years ago this Goddefs 
,had been fo outrageoufly infulted by. fome of*' 
the domeftics of Herculj^s, that Ihe quit- 
ted her ftation, and left the land: that, ever 
fmce her removal, the temple had been fhut 
up; and, as it was going to decay, the Arch- 
priests had ordered it to be pulled down, 
and the materials (after all the infcriptions 
fhall have been erafed) to be employed in 
jjuilding i fpacious banqueting houfe, where, 
fpr the future, the feftivals of Hercules 

are 
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are to be celebrated. Here I exprefled the 
utmoft concern, that the niins, which I had 
beheld, were the ruins of^ the temple of 
Liberty; and I lamented the unhappy fate 
of the Papyropolites, fince they had been 
deferted by a Goddefs, whpfe prefence chears 
and invigorates every thing about her, and 
whofe influence is not inferior to the genial 
heat of the fun. The prieft replied, that, 
as their nation was entirely governed by 
money. Liberty could have no other in- 
fluence in their country than to create a 
fchifm, and endanger the ftate : and, that the 
fame reafons, which induced them to banilh 
the MirsES, prevailed more forcibly againft 
their paying divine honours to this Goddefs, 
I acknowledge however, added he, that Ihe is 
a mofl: friendly being, and the mofl: amiable 
of all the deities, whether male or female, 
who compofe the court and houfehold of Jove. 
Wherefore, I hope, fince fhe has been obliged 
Xo auit our land, flie will retreat into yours, 

and 
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and there meet with fuch an honourable re- 
ception from your countrymen, as may de- 
termine her to eftablifh her throne and empire 
in the Ifland of Great Britain for ever. 
Tlus polite compliment quite filenced me^i 
and I did not think it decent to make any 
more reflexions on this fubjeft.— We were now 
out of the fquare, and were got into a beautiful 
grove, laid out in a great variety of pleafant 
walks. We purfued our way thro* the mid- 
dle walk, which was the broadeft of all,^ 
near half an hour, and then we turned on, 
the right hand into a Terpentine ailey, or 
rather a labyrinth: for, I am fure, I could 
never have found my way back ag^in widiout 
a clue. After half an hour more we came 
to the end of our journey. But, by reafoa 
of the height of the trees, and the many 
fliort and intricate windings and turnings^ 
we were not above five or fix yards diftant 
from the Horn-Gate, when we had the 
fuil fight of it. Here we obferved, that the

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grove, which we had paffed thorough, was 
lurrounded by a ftone wall at leaft thirty feet 
high. The Horn-Gat,e was of the fame 
height as the wall, and of a proportionable 
breadth. It feemed to have been the work of 
a moft fkilful artift, and was fo admirably 
polilhed, that it was as fmooth and tranfpa- 
rent, as glafs. . The prieft with a fmall ebony 
ftaff, tipt with gold, gently touched the gate; 
when it immediately flew open. He then bid 
us. Adieu ! * and we pafled out. But how

Gons ales contrived a ma-* 
chine, to which he hamefTed four and twenty of thefe 
birds, and by that means was in twelve or fourteen days 
conveyed to the Moon. This is a fafer carriage, and a 
more expeditious manner of travelling to the Lvmar 
Orb, than any of thofe. mtethods, which have been pro- 
{ofed by our learned countryman Biihop Wilkins. 
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Whitehall. Before I could look round, 
my fwans were failed up the river, and my 
boat was put of fight. I walked from the 
water fide full of contemplation, and rumi- 
nating on my adventures.

POSTSCRIPT. 

I HAVE c^ainly difcovered a new 
country, and I have given a faithful 
and exadt defcription of it, as likcwife of

♦ As to the Papyropolitan government, I 
cannot iay^ I have been able to define it properly^ or 
to give my reader a juft idea of it. Sometimes 
it feemed to be a Duumvirate, and fome- 
times a Triumvirate. Sometimes it was re- 
prefented to me as an Aristocracy ; at oth^r 
times it was declared to be an Oligarchy ;

A learned Rabbi, who dorrefpond^ 
in all parts of the world, and to whom, 
for that reafon, I communicated thefe 
memoirs, afllires me, that the Papyro- 
PoLiTES are a nation of uncircumcifed 
Philistines : that their dominions, al- 
though they be not marked in any globe 
or map, are very exadlly defcribed in the 
Talmud, with all the, great towns, vil- 
lus, temples, rivers, lakes, forefts, &c: 
that, if I were a B. or could prevail on 

myfelf 
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inyfelf to turn Jev^, he ^ould point out 
this CGfantiy to' me, and die road to it ; 
but he was not at liberty to acquaint* me 
with iuchan important fecret on any other 
condidohs. We have^ faad he, an ancient

Having thus failed in my firft attempt^ 
I determined to feek out a Rcsicruciam, 
I knew, there were many of this tribe 
formerly in England: And I imagined, 
if I could find out one, he would fatisfy 
all my enquiries.
